CHICAGO, June 13.—Nat D. Rodgers, 
nationally known showman, has been 
placed in charge of all amusement fea- 
tures of Chicago’s 1933 world’s fair— 
A Century of Progress, according to an- 
nouncement made public Saturday by 
fair officials. He will be connected with 
the concessions department. 

In his new capacity Mr. Rodgers will 
be responsible for the arrangements for 
all rides, attractions, shows and other 
amusement enterprises in the exposition’s 
midway. He will also direct the amuse- 
ment activities in Soldier Field, the vast 
stadium seating 100,000 people, where 
pageants, spectacles and other special 
events will be held in 1933. 

Mr. Rodgers has had wide experience 
in the show business. He was formerly 
owner of the Rodgers & Harris Circus 
and has been connected with a number 
of other big amusement ventures. He is 
a native of Dallas, Tex., and for a num- 
ber of years wintered his circus in that 
city. More recently he has lived in 
Tampa, Fla. For the past year he has 
been associated with A Century of 
Progress. 

Elaborate plans are being made for 
unique amusement devices that will 
satisfy the urge of thrill-seekers at the 
exposition and be the last word in 
amusement features, Mr. Rodgers dis- 
closed. A number of attractions have 
already been placed on the midway for 
the amusement of visitors to.the grounds 
this summer. Others are being developed 
for the fair, Mr. Rodgers said, and some 
of these may include an Oriental Village, 
Midget City, Wild West Show, Rodeo, 
Jazz Temple, European Circus, Admiral 
Richard E. Byrd’s polar ship City of 
New York, and a number of other fea- 
tures.

Flames Sweep Savin Rock Park;

WEST HAVEN, .Conn., June 13.—Dam- 
age estimated at between $100,000 and 
$150,000 was dealt Savin Rock, one of the 
best known Connecticut shore amuse- 
ment parks, by a conflagration that 
swept thru a central portion of the place 
early Saturday.

The flames, aided by a heavy on-shore 
wind, sprung rapidly from one structure 
to another until they reached the frame- 
work of a Roller Coaster. 

Scores of firemen fought the blaze 
for more than 10 hours. Their work of

Refinancing in Senate Probe

Ernest W. Stirn testifies that majority of stockholders 
were “frozen out” in violation of Maryland law—cites 
figures of 1931 short-selling campaign 


WASHINGTON, June 11.—At the Senate's inquiry into the stock market, Ernest 
W. Stirn, economist of the Graduate Department of the University of Chicago, 
yesterday (Friday) testified that the majority of RKO stockholders were illegally 
“frozen out” in Baltimore last November 5, enabling RCA to obtain $67,000,000 
worth of RKO assests for about $11,500,000. He charged that the reduction of 
shares of a solvent corporation was a violation of Maryland law, the home of RKO. 
William J. Morgan, former Attorney General of Wisconsin, who guided Stirn thru 


his testimony, termed the RKO refinanc. 
ing the “most drastic squeeze-out in his- 
tory.” Stirn was characterized by the 
Senate committee chairman as the first 
“lamb” to be heard at the inquiry. 

Stirn put figures into the record of a 
short-selling campaign in RKO stock 
that started in mid-October, 1931, and 
continued thru November, which drove 
the stock down from 9 to 15g. The peak 
of the short selling was reached on 
November 5, the date of the stockholders’ 
meeting in Baltimore, where the refinanc. 
ing plan was approved, when 148,852 
shares were sold on the Stock Exchange. 

Stirn said the refinancing plan called 
for stockholders to purchase a $5 de- 
benture for every share of stock they 
held, or lose three-quarters of their hold- 
ings. Purchase of the debentures, he 
said, was hardly possible for most stock- 
holders in these times of depression. 
Those who could buy, he charged, were 
discouraged by the report of the company 
to stockholders, which indicated “mani- 
fest insolvency,” altho RKO controlled, 
besides clear assets, book assets of 
£352,000,000. He further testified that he 
believed himself the only stockholder 
who had refused to surrender his old 
Class A shares. 

In a brief accompanying his testimony, 
Stirn said: , 

“With the help of the shares aban- 
doned and surrendered, and which passed 
into the hands of the promoters, the re- 
organization has since been approved by 
a stockholders’ meeting and carried to 
conclusion, barring those who refused 
to approve.” ; 

Senator Gore remarked to this: “That 
looks like confiscation to me.” 


Charity Drive Depresses 
Amusement Biz in Canada 


ST. JOHNS, N. B., June 11.—From 
June 3 to 10, inclusive, was a period in 
which amusements of all kinds suffered 
in this territory, this being particularly 
true of Eastern Canada, where bishops 
and priests of the Catholic church made 
a sustained and aggressive campaign 
against patronizing amusements of all 
kinds where paid admission was in- 
volved. 

The drive was in obedience to the 
recent encyclical of His Holiness Pope 
Pius, who asked that the money normally 
spent in amusements for the eight days 
be contributed to charity and that self- 
denial be practiced in the effort to re- 
store world conditions to normalcy. 

In all Eastern Canadian dioceses the 
bishops asked for abstinence from all 
paid amusements, mentioning theaters, 
dance halls, tent shows and rides, race 
tracks, skating rinks, etc. 

As a result of the campaign from the 
pulpits, the attendance at all kinds of 
amusements suffered considerably. The 
theaters and dance halls were partic- 
ularly hard hit; in fact, harder than even 
in Holy Week or Christmas week.

NEW YORK, June 13.—Ted Schlanger 
has joined the Warner Theater depart- 
ment as a film buyer and assistant to 
Clayton Bond, chief film buyer for the 
circuit. Schlanger resigned from Univer. 
sal as Eastern sales manager May 20. 


Sam Kaplan Case 
For Fall Hearing 


NEW YORK, June 13—Sam Kaplan, 
head of Local 306 of the Motion Picture 
Machine Operators’ Union, and 21 other 
officials of the local who were indicted 
on charges of coercion a half year ago, will 
come up for trial in the Court of Gen- 
eral, Sessions in September. The date 
was set by the district attorney’s office, 
which had won the indictments against 
Kaplan and his men. It has also been 
revealed that Max Steuer, famous lawyer 
and of wide political influence, will de- 
fend Kaplan. 

Kaplan is now in Columbus, where he 
attended the IATSE annual convention 
and where his famous “permit system” 
was defeated by vote.

May Abolish SRO Sign 


NEW ORLEANS, June 11.—There won't 
be any more “standing room only” in 
Louisiana theaters if a bill introduced in 
the House of Representatives in Baton 
Rouge by Representative Robert Jones, 
Washington Parish, is enacted into law. 
This bill provides that “all persons, firms 
or corporations engaged in the business 
of operating public theaters, picture 
shows and places of amusement shall 
not sell tickets of admission to them 
unless there is a seat available for each 
patron who holds a ticket of admission.” 
The penalty for the violation of this act 
would be a $100 to $500 fine or imprison- 
ment from 30 days to six months. 


Helen Hayes Is Sued 
By Mrs. Carol MacArthur 


CHICAGO, June 11.—Helen Hayes, star 
of The Good Fairy, was served with the 
papers in a suit for $100,000 damages 
on Friday, May 27, as she left the stage 
of the Harris Theater, it was disclosed 
a few days ago. The suit was filed by At- 
torney Gerald T. Wiley, representing Mrs. 
Carol Frink MacArthur, wife of the play- 
wright, Charles MacArthur. Wiley would 
not disclose the nature of the charges 
against Miss Hayes. 

The MacArthurs were divorced in 1926 
and MacArthur and Helen Hayes were 
married in New York in August, 1928. 
Miss Hayes is now in Europe.

NEW YORK. June 13.—Cherry and 
June Preisser, also known as Cherry Blos- 
som and June, have landed a 40-week 
contract from RKO for next season, 
opening in August. 


Shaw’s Warsaw War 


WARSAW, June 7.—Shaw’s latest 
play, “Too True To Be Good,” which 
received its premiere in America this 
season and probably wasn’t even 
heard of by the American Army of- 
ficials, ran into a peck of trouble 
when it opened here.

Warner 6-Mo. Loss 
Set at $2,769,184 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Warner Broth- 
ers Pictures, Inc., and subsidiaries report 
a net loss for the six months ended Feb- 
ruary 27 of $2,769,184 after all charges 
were deducted and after allowing for a 
profit of $2,498,515 arising from the re- 
tirement of debentures and subsidiaries’ 
funded indebtedness. While no direct 
comparison is available, reports for the 
13-week periods ended November 29, 1930, 
and February 28, 1931, showed an aggre- 
gate net profit of $1,076,355, subject in 
the former period to the realization of 
the face value of trade accounts receiv- 
able, less reserves, and the cost of inven. 
tories, less reserves, of the radio and 
record division. 

The balance sheet of the company 
shows current assets of $29,329,463 and 
current liabilities of $12,590,106. In- 
cluded in the assets is %1,047,253 cash 
In addition to its current liabilities, the 
company has maturities of mortgages 
and other bonds aggregating $3,726,584 
to meet within a year from the date of 
the report. 


A new receivership suit against Warner 
was filed in Chancery Court last week by 
Marinus P. V. Newcastle in Wilmington, 
Dela., after a receivership suit filed by 
Newcastle in February was dismissed 
earlier in the day by the same court. 
Newcastle’s new receivership suit makes 
Similar allegations of mismanagement 
and insolvency as those made in his first 
Suit.

Legit, Circuit Houses Hurt 
By 10% Tax; Customers To Pay 


NEW YORK, June ae tax bill 
which provides for 10 per cent levy on 
all admissions of more than 40 cents 
became a law last Monday when the 
Senaté passed the general tax bill 46 to 
35 and the President signed. No special 
ceremonies marked the signing. The tax 
primarily affects legitimate, which is on 
the rocks anyhow, and the circuit vaude 
and movie houses, especially the de 
luxers. 


Indie motion picture houses are prac- 
tically all of them charging 40 cents or 
less admission, and outdoor admission 
prices are almost all below the 40-cent 
exemption. Thus some circuit houses 
and the tottering legitimate bear the 
brunt of the burden. 


Harold B. Pranklin, of RKO: Col. E. A. 
Schiller, of Loew; Joseph Bernhard, of 
Warners, and Sam Dembow, of Publix, 
held meetings last week to decide on a 
plan for collection of the tax. The 
meetings were held Thursday and Fri- 
day, with another scheduled for today 
It has been decided that the tax is to 
be passed along to the customers and 


not absorbed by the ataae theater 
losses having been too great as it is to 
give any chance of the absorption being 
possible. 

Legit, of course, will also pass the tax 
along to the public. So far as legit goes, 
an interesting decision is the one from 
the treasury department that all tickets 
sold and paid for before June 21, when 
the bill becomes officially a law, will go 
tax free, even tho they are for perform- 
ances given after that date. The de- 


cision has caused a small.spurt in the 
sale of tickets dated after June 21. 

Ziegfeld is running large ads in the 
New York dailies, advising the public 
that tickets for Hot-Cha if bought before 
June 21 go tax free. 


Paul Whiteman 
For N. Y. Para 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Paramount- 
Publix has booked Paul Whiteman and 
his orchestra of 30 musicians and enter- 
tainers for one week at the New York 
Paramount, beginning Friday. This is the 
first time Whiteman has played for 
Paramount in more than three years, fol- 
lowing a 56 weeks’ booking completed in 
1928 at a salary of $10,500 to $11,500, and 
over which a disagreement arose thru the 
William Morris office. which handled the 
booking, and in which two week's salary 
was involved. 

Whiteman’s concert over WJZ network 
last night was hailed as sensational, the 
symphonic offering running a full hour.

Week of Presentation Time 


Five de luxe houses will switch to vaudeville and F. & M. 
Ideas—Keith’s, Syracuse, and Memorial, Boston, back 
to RKO vaudeville—Frank Cambria is out

NEW YORK, June 11.—With the exception of the Capitol, the Loew presenta- Bs: 


tion time will be completely extinct by July 8. Five of the circuit’s de luxers, how- 
ever, will continue with stage shows, three playing vaude and two others using 
Fanchon & Marco units. This move was prompted for several reasons, including 
the unwillingness of the stagehands’ union to reduce the sizes of stage crews, 
expense of production and the !neffectiveness of the units to bolster the weak run 
of pictures that lately have been creeping into the Loew film schedule. The Para- 


dise, Bronx; Valencia, Jamaica, and 
Loew's, Jersey City, are the three houses 
to go into vaude. Their new policies will 
start July 1 and will be five acts on the 
full week. In Jersey City an F. & M. unit 
will fill in for one week (June 24). 
Fanchon & Marco units will go into the 
Century, Baltimore, and Loew’s (F'ox’s), 
Washington, July 1 and 8, respectively. 
This takes care of five weeks of the time 
that was built up to 15 weeks only a 
short time ago. 

Of the other houses, which were rep- 
resented on the time, two are RKO thea- 
ters, and with the Loew units going out 
they will revert to the playing of RKO 
vaude. These are the Keith’s, Syracuse, 
and Memorial, Boston. Syracuse will play 
RKO shows booked by Phil Bloom start- 
ing July 1, while Boston will play the 
six-act “family time” show coming from 
Providence beginning with July 8. 
Keith’s, Boston, will continue with its 
big-time shows, which were inaugurated 
a few weeks ago. 

The two Publix houses, Ambassador, 
St. Louis, and Chicago, Chicago, have 
been taken care of, as they had already 
been announced to drop Loew units June 
17 and 24, respectively. No policies have 
been determined as yet for Loew’s State, 
Syracuse, and Loew’s State, Cleveland, 
but the latter house plays its last unit 
June 24. The Penn, Pittsburgh, playing 
its last unit this week, will play straight 
pictures, as will the Ohio, Columbus. 
Detroit’s last unit will be June 15. 

With these units going out, Loew’s 
production department, headed by Louis 
K. Sidney, has let out Frank Cambria, 
who only recently joined the department. 
Arthur Knorr and Chester Hale will con- 
tinue on the job, putting the shows on 
at the Capitol. Sammy Lee’s status with 
the organization is uncertain as yet. 


A further saving to the circuit comes 
with the elimination of an extra booth 
operator for the spotlights, two extra 
stagehands, scenery haulage; Chester Hale 
Girls, ranging from 16 to 24; hecessity 
for special music, scenery and ;wardrobe; 
a stage Manager and wardrobe mistress. 


“Flesh” time by July 8 will comprise 
a total of 1014 vaude weeks and the one 
de luxe week at the Capitol. The vaude 
houses will be the Paradise, Valencia, 
Jersey City, State, Metropolitan, Boule- 
vard, Orpheum, Gates, Pitkin, Triboro, 
Newark, Montreal and Boston. It is more 
than likely, however, that this will be 
curtailed some more very shortly, as the 
outlook is dim for the Pitkin and Tri- 
boro. 


Fally Markus To Come Back 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Fally Markus, 
who was the leading indie booker about 
three years ago, is planning to return to 
his old love this fall. He is now running 
the Markus-Berman Employment Agency 
and had been tempted many times to 
make a comeback, but held back because 
of bad conditions in indie vaudeville. At 
one time he was booking around 100 
houses. 


Yonkers Without Vaude 


NEW YORK, June 11.—A pooling ar- 
rangement for the summer between 
Loew and RKO will take vaude out of 
the two circuit split-weekers in Yonkers 
June 18, when they go into straight pic- 
ture policies. Bad business and their 
proximity to each other caused the deal. 


State-Lake, Chicago, 
Change Is Postponed 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Plans for vaude 
to resume at the State-Lake, Chicago, 
were on and off this week, the matter 
being postponed indefinitely after a June 
18 opening date had been set. Stage 
shows have been out of the house for 
well over a year, with RKO vaude con- 
tinuing at the Palace. 


In putting vaude into the State-Lake, 
RKO will parallel the situation in Cleve- 
land, where both the Palace and 105th 
Street play stage shows, the former going 
into F. & M. Ideas today. The condition 
in Chicago, with a definite “flesh” open- 
ing date set, will no doubt be cleared up 
here on Monday. The State-Lake will 
play six-act bills on average $3,000 budg- 
ets, the Palace continuing with five-act- 
ers costing around $3,500. 


With the exception of a few scattered 
weeks, the Palace, Chicago, has been a 
steady, tho small, loser. It may go into 
a straight picture policy if the State- 
Lake goes into vaudefilms and clicks.

At least 10 agents, including some of the 
biggest trading on the floor, are expected 
to be dropped. 

During Beck’s absence, a number of the 
representatives were accused of doing 
everything possible to undermine and 
discredit the present booking floor ad- 
ministration. It is these whom Beck is 
expected to throw out to preserve the 
morale of the present organization. 

There hasn’t been an RKO agent 
shakeup in over two years, altho there 
have been three different booking heads 
within this time, George Godfrey, Charles 
Freeman and Beck. Godfrey is now the 
unofficial booking manager under the 
managing director. 


RKO’s One-Week Vacations 


NEW YORK, June 11.—RKO employees 
are getting a vacation this summer, but 
it will be only one week instead of the 
customary two weeks. Recently the cir- 
cuit planned to do away with this sea- 
son’s vacations entirely as a part of its 
drastic economy drive.

Sub- 
way trains average 10 cars, and, as they 
work two trains during a run, lasting 
about an hour, they should soon have 
enough to buy their own theaters. 


Palace Grind 


Is Permanent 


Four and five-a-day will 
stick year ’round, despite 
present losses 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Shortly after 
Martin Beck’s return from Europe to the 
RKO booking floor Monday it became 
known jthat the 10-act grind policy at 
the Palace will be permanent thruout 
the year. It had been previously ex- 
pected that the straight vaude house 
would revert to two-a-day in the fall. 


Whil@ the axiom, “A quick nickel is 
better Fhan a slow dime,” which tells 
the stofy of why the Palace was sent 
into fdr and five-a-day and reduced 
admissigns, has not been borne out as 
yet in fhrofits, Beck believes the policy 
is a supcess and should be continued. 
Last week the Palace showed the small- 
est loss in months, less than $2,000, but 
last week the rent was written off for a 
12-week period. The first two weeks of 
the grigd policy the ace RKO house is 
reported to have lost $18,000. 

Unless the Hollywood is reopened by 
Warner two-a-day vaude in this country 
will be: completely extinct. There has 
been no action taken as yet by RKO’s 
theater-operating department to install 
a policy, similar to the Palace’s in other 
key cities. 


RKO Vaude Out of Detroit 


DETEOIT, June 11—The Hollywood 
Theater, which plays RKO vaude booked 
from the circuit’s Chicago office, will go 
into a straight picture policy June 19. 
The change of policy is for the summer 
only. 


Warner Stage-Show 
Time Drops Again 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Warner’s stage- 
show t.me will be down to two weeks 
after Jyly 1, when the Earle and Mast- 
baum, ®hiladelphia, and Stanley, Jersey 
City, g> into straight picture policies.

Acts Victims 
Of Miniatures 


Invasion by musicals and 
amateur shows of RKO 
theaters retards bookings 


NEW YORK, June 11. — Vaude acts, 
agents and producers are expressing 
much concern over RKO’s apparent in- 
difference to vaude to the extent of 
playing many units, condensed versions 
and opportunity revues. This comes at 
a time when the circuit’s vaude is at its 
lowest ebb because of the many changes 
of policies to straight pictures. They 
are also fearful that Fanchon & Marco 
units may gain a strong foothold in cir- 
cuit theaters because of Harold B. Frank- 
lin’s, RKO’s theater prexy, former con- 
nection with F. & M. 

Already Fanchon & Marco units have 
been put in two RKO spots, Albee, Cin- 
cinnati, and Madison, Wisconsin. One 
Abe Marcus unit returned to RKO last 
week, when it played a full week at the 
Capitol, Trenton. Loew units displaced 
RKO vaude in Syracuse and Boston, but 
these will go out July 1 and 8, respec- 
tively. 

As to condensed versions, RKO onened 
Good News today at the Fordham, Bronx, 
for four days. The 44-people show was 
bought for $1,500 for the date. Rio Rita, 
Loew’s condensed version, has been 
routed by RKO for 1414 weeks, opening 
in three weeks at the Albee, Brooklyn. 

The acts will be hit even harder with 
the approach of the opportunity revue 
movement under the direction of Bobby 
Connolly. These amateur shows will be 
put on in a flock of circuit theaters, dis- 
placing a great many acts, and the final 
opportunity revue, made up of winning 
amateurs, will tour the whole circuit. 
taking the place of complete bills. 


Empire Only Birm Vaude 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., June 11.—After 
a “vacation” of two weeks the Empire is 
again offering vaudeville in connection 
with its pictures. The Empire has the 
distinction of being the only first-run 
talkie house, with flesh attraction, now 
open in Birmingham. The Temple, which 
recently offered vaudeville as a trial, has 
become convinced that the venture 
would be a loser and has droped it from 
the program. The orchestra supporting 
the bill has likewise fallen by the way. 
Fanchon & Marco’s passing at the Ala- 
bama leaves the Empire the sole vaude 
house in the city. 


Polly Walters With Wheeler 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Polly Walters 
will work with Bert Wheeler, now in the 
East, in vaude. Miss Walters, who has 
been on the Coast in pictures for nearly 
a year, worked in vaude last with Eddie 
Cantor at the Palace. 


But One of Three 
Balto Houses Drop 


BALTIMORE, June 11.—The plan of 
the three theaters here to drop “flesh” as 
a protest to the demand of the musicians’ 
union for time-and-a-half on Sundays 
will not be carried out completely, with 


Loew definitely reneging. Fred Schan- 
berger’s Keith’s Theater dropped its 
vaude for straight pictures Thursday 


night, but the house’s poor business of 
late had much to do with this. 

Loew's continuance with stage shows 
here was evidenced when the home office 
announced that the Century would dis- 
continue the Loew units and play Fan- 
chon & Marco units starting July 1. “Is” 
Rappaport, operating the Hippodrome, 
who was in New York Tuesday, is still 
undecided as to whether he'll continue 
his house with vaude.

About seven 
others showed willingness to join the 
organization, but asked for an extension 
of time. 

The agents not members are Harry 
Rogers, Charles Bierbauer, Max E. Hayes, 
Lew Cantor, Norman Jeffries and Bart 
McHugh. Hayes notified the association 
that he would be inactive until the fall; 
Cantor said he was going to the Coast 
and McHugh claimed he desired to learn 
more of the organization. The others 
had no excuses. 

In not being members of the ARA the 
RKO franchise holders do not lose their 
rights on the booking floor. 


Montreal Prices Slashed 


MONTREAL, June 11. — Loew's, the 
only local house playing vaude, has just 
made a drastic cut in admission prices, 
taking effect today. The new prices are: 
From 11:30 till 1 p.m., 30 cents; from 1 
until 6, 40 cents; from 6 until 7:30, 50 
cents, and from then until closing, 65 
cents. Saturday, Sunday and holidays, 
when the evening prices of 75 cents held 
good all day, have been put on the same 
scale, with the exception that the 50- 
cent admission ticket is in force from 1 
until 7:30. 

Two other theaters in the city, the 
Palace and the Princess, both straight 
picture houses, have followed the ex- 
ample of Loew’s in cutting prices. The 
Capitol, another straight picture house, 
will shortly follow. Some of the smaller 
houses are also coming in with new 
afternoon and early evening prices in an 
effort to coax the people in off the 
streets. 


Gravenstein To Young’s Pier 


PHILADELPHIA, June 11.—George L. 
Gravenstein, Philadelphia motion pic- 
ture theater man and manager of the 
Carmen Theater, large uptown picture 
and vaudeville house, has been appointed 
managing director of Young's Million- 
Dollar Pier at Atlantic City for this com. 
ing season. 

Among his innovations at the Pier 
this season are the installation of com- 
plete bathing facilities for pier patrons 
and the presentation of a weekly vaude- 
ville program. 


Para. Building Payment Met 


NEW YORK, June 13. — Paramount 
Broadway Corporation, a subsidiary of 
Paramount-Publix, delivered to Chemical 
Bank & Trust Company, trustee, last 
week $125,000 par value of its first 
mortgage lien on the Paramount Build- 
ing and land here. This delivery fulfills 
the sinking fund requirements of July 
1, 1932, and upon the cancellation of

indie owners are thinking of dropping stage shows for the summer rather than 


take them on. 


RKO Men Arbitrate 
10 Disputes on Acts 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Of the 10 dis- 
putes between RKO agents and acts up 
for arbitration Thursday by the Artists’ 
Representatives’ Association the Weber- 
Simon Agency was represented in six. 
The office won its point in three of the 
cases, two were tabled and it lost out in 
one. 

Weber-Simon won out over Harry Kal- 
cheim in the handling of the Three Slate 
Brothers and over Lew Cantor as to the 
RKO representation of Lew Cody and 
Noah Beery. Tabled cases involving the 
office concerned the request by the Three 
Sailors for a release and the dispute with 
Richard & Lenetska over Mary Nolan 
In the other case it was ruled that when- 
ever Stepin Fetchit demanded a release 
from Weber-Simon it was to be granted. 

Other cases were Manny King’s request 
for a release from Harry Romm, which 
brought a decision that Romm was to be 
given 30 days to consummate a possible 
route; that Richard & Lenetska was to 
continue handling Thurston despite the 
complaint by Pete Mack that the act 
was his; that Chester Fredericks was to 
stay in the M. S. Bentham office even 
tho the act’s manager, H. C. Greene, 
wanted a release. The dispute between 
Miles Ingalls and Max Richard over the 
act of Jack Randall was tabled.

Dows Turn Tables; 
Lodge 2 Complaints 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Al & Belle Dow, 
indie bookers, who have been greatly 
complained against, turned the tables 
this week and brought charges against 
two acts with the Joint Complaint Bu- 
reau. Both are breach of contract com- 
plaints. 

The Dows charge Jim McDonald and 
Company with running out on a date at 
the Harlem Opera House June 4, and 
Bert Collins and Company at the’ Mt. 
Morris June 9. The latter act phoned 
the Dows the opening day and pleaded 
inability to make the theater because of 
an auto accident, but the bookers say it 


was playing a Philadelphia house, never- 
theless. 


Hodgdon will first camvass the territory 


in this vicinity and 
then go on the road starting next week. 
Lack of break-in and showing houses has 
been the booking office’s chronic pain-in. 
the-neck for the last three years, result- 
ing in practically a complete dearth of 
new talent on its stages. This despite 
the fact that houses like the Greenpoint, 
Prospect and Bushwick in Brooklyn, and 
the Royal, Bronx, are available here. 
These are now in straight pictures. 

Suitable RKO houses for break-in pur. 
poses are also available in New Brunswick, 
Rahway, Union City and Rutherford, N. J. 
All of these have played vaude, with 
three of them never given a fair chance 
to make good with stage shows. “Flesh” 
was resumed in these for a few weeks and 
pulled before it could possibly get a toe- 
hold. 

The situation is such now that a new 
act has only a fraction of a chance to get 
started and develop into playable ma- 
terial. None of the other major booki 
offices, having far less time than RKO, wil 
book an act they have never seen—with 
the same going for the independent 
bookers. It has become a matter of 
being known, or else. 

RKO made an honest effort last fall to 
revive the extinct “family time,” with a 
couple of scouts on the road for months 
trying to dig up independent theaters. 
They got a few, but these did not last 
long. A number of others would have 
come in if not for the operating depart- 
ment’s dictum against booking houses in 
towns where an RKO theater was located. 
The indie operators would not take the 
RKO vaude unless the RKO name came 
with it. 


_Skourases Vainly Ask 


RKO Pooling in N.Y. 


NEW YORK, June 11—The Skouras 
Brothers approached RKO this week in 
a vain attempt to establish a pooling 
deal between the two for houses here. 
RKO turned them down with the state- 
ment that it felt its houses could hold 
up without such an arrangement. 

The Skourases wanted to pool their 
Academy, Audubon and Crotona with - 
RKO’s Jefferson, Hamilton and Coliseum. 
They were willing to do away with vaude 
at the Audubon and have RKO operate 
the Crotona. 


Gus Edwards RKO Agent 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Gus Edwards 
was granted an RKO franchise as an 
agent-producer this week. He applied for 
it while Martin Beck was abroad and the 
matter awaited Beck’s return. With the 
obtaining of this franchise Edwards was 
admitted to membership in the Artists’ 
Representatives Association. 


Dempsey Returns to Vaude 


HOLLYWOOD, June 13.—After much 
dickering, the Weber-Simon Agency has 
Jack Dempsey all set to break in a new 
act in Stockton next week. The act will 
be called Jack Dempsey’s Knockout 
Revue and will have Lina Basquette, 
film player, and an all-girl band sup- 
porting Dempsey. The sketch Willard 
Mack wrote especially for Dempsey and 
which the latter used on his last vaude 
tour will be the basis of the new act.

Up for Permanency 


NEW YORK, June 13—A hearing on 
extension of the Roxy Theater receiver- 
ship will be held today by Justice Caffey 
in the U. S. District Court of the 
Seventh District to determine whether or 
not the Roxy corporation will be allowed 
to continue in business. All parties in- 
terested in the affairs of the theater, in- 
cluding bondholders, employees, stock- 
holders and creditors, will be represented 
at the hearing. If Justice Caffey decides 
to allow the corporation to continue, he 
will determine whether Harry G. Kosch, 
temporary receiver, will become perma- 
nent receiver. 

Kosch’s term as temporary recciver 
expires Thursday, which coincides with 
the date set in the two-week notices of 
dismissal handed out to the 300 em- 
ployees of the theater. Kosch says that 
the present employees will be retained 
if the permanent receivership is granted 
and that the two-week notices were re- 
quired by law. 

Despite the suit by the Continental 
Bank & Trust Company to foreclose the 
Roxy Theater lien, the situation at the 
Roxy brightened considerably last week. 
The Friars’ Frolic stage show opened Fri- 
day and did excellent business the first 
day. It was the first time the theater 
did capacity business in months. A 
block-long line formed before the house 
opened and the publicity department 
was quick to photograph the scene, as 
nothing like it had happened this year. 

The theater is not advertising next 
week’s show and Kosch said he had no 
comment to make on the situation until 
after the formal hearing before Judge 
Caffey today. If the receivership is ex- 
tended, it is expected that the Friars’ 
Frolic show will be held over.

The best layout in weeks, and for a 
change there were no midgets on the 
bill and not a particle of smut. 

Irene Bordoni is headlining and was 
no doubt spot booked because she was 
here to appear on a radio program with 
Rudy Vallee. 

Russian Revels gives the bill a good 
start. Opens with seven men doing a 
native song before a special drop “In 
one.” Then to full stage for a string 
orchestra for several selections of char- 
acteristic music. A girl violin duo is 
featured in a number, and a girl toe 
dancer is seen in some unusual steps. 
Another girl is on for some somersaults 
and cartwheels, and one of the men does 
a fast Russian dance. A number in 
which the girl was covered with gold was 
well done. Off to big hand. 

King Brothers and Cully, three young 
fellows, on next for a series of dances, 
some close harmony and general cutting 
up. One of them does a piano bit which 
is quite good. Their hoofing was ex- 
cellent. In the clowning the pump busi- 
ness is not very appetizing. Should be 
eliminated. Fast finale gave them a good 
hand. 

Queenie Smith and Harry Puck offer a 
“double act’ that is built along musical 
comedy lines. After the opening, a sort 
of dancing lesson number, the scene 
changes to full stage. Some comedy 
business regarding eating is offered by 
Queenie and Harry. Queenie then does 
il Do a Song and Dance. A pianolog 
then done by Puck. Act ends with a 
nifty song and dance number by both, 
called I Want To Go Thru Life Dancing 
With You. A hit. 

Hobart Bosworth, movie character 
man, has a more interesting act than do 
most picture people. After a short trailer 
Bosworth comes on and at this perform- 
ance received what might be termed an 
Ovation. When the applause had ceased 
he showed a collection of slides concern- 
ing the early days of the movie industry. 
The accompanying talk held the atten- 
tion of all and at the end he brought 
on his wife and dog. Act, as it stands, 
runs a bit too long and should be short- 
ened. Good hand at finish, but would 
have been better if he had not over- 
stayed. 

Irene Bordoni opens with My Souvenir 
sung in French with comedy touches.

Cincinnati's only downtown “flesh” 
stand trims its vaude budget beginning 
this week. with the installation of the 
Fanchon & Marco Ideas to take the place 
of the usual five acts of RKO vaudeville. 
The first troupe in under the change is 
F. & M.’s Manhattan Idea, with a fair 
lot of specialty folk, some nice lights 
and costumes and a chorus of gorgeous 
chicsas. This is the first F. & M. unit 
ever to play Cincinnati, and for that 
reason should prove somewhat of a nov- 
elty to the Albee customers. However, 
the show is a terrific letdown from last 
week’s layout featuring Duke Ellington 
and his confreres, neither does it equal 
the average vaude bill of the past. It’s 
not going to take long for the Albee 
regulars to acquaint themselves with the 
fact that the house is chiseling on its 
stage fare. 

The Manhattan Idea, as one would sur- 
mise, has to do with the big town. There 
is the Bowery, Greenwich Village, Harlem 
and Broadway, and around these scenes 
are woven, in usual fashion, the various 
specialties and girl numbers. Jack Sid- 
ney is given top billing, but does nothing 
unusual to warrant it. The big noises 
at the first show were Jack Powell, Swor 
and Goode and Wilfrid Du Bois. The 
chorus is a well-dressed, shapely and 
comely lot and works in fine fashion 
thruout.

The bill ran a little longer than usual this week, lasting 2 hours and 16 
minutes, but it was fast moving and varied and the time went quickly. The 
layout looked grand on paper, including as it does Ben Bernie and his Band, 
the Diamond Brothers, Jane and Katherine Lee, Toto, Kitty Doner and others; 
but on the boards it didn’t measure up quite so well. It was slow getting 
started, and only in the last few frames did it smash over. But then it did 
with a vengeance. 

There are only nine acts on the layout this week. The last bill had the 
same number, the only difference being that this time the Palace management 
wisely refrains from billing a specialty from one of the other acts as a separate 
number. If the management wants to keep its head up, tho, it can watch the 
house boards on the 47th street side. Long after the present show had opened 
today the names of last week’s bill were still up. 

LESTER COLE AND HIS SINGING SOLDIERS OF FORTUNE led off nicely 
enough. Cole has a pleasant personality and a pleasing tho unremarkable 
voice. His chorus of 15 men was well trained. They did four numbers and 
went off to a fair hand. 

SNOOZER JUNIOR, the educated collie, deuced on the strength of his good 
looks and remarkable intelligence. His master leads off with a spiel wherein 
he says he’ll show Snoozer’s understanding of the spoken word. Even if that 
was something less than completely proved, the poach showed a charming 
stage presence and performed his tricks nicely. To train the cat in the act 
as well gs it is trained is really more of a feat than training Snoozer. 

KITTY DONER let the third frame down pretty badly, so far as audience 
response was concerned, with her singing and dancing in men’s clothes. The 
dancing was good, but the singing just wasn’t there. And most vaude addicts 
have seen Miss Doner in pants often enough to fail to get excited over it at 
this date. She drew a polite hand. 

HARRY SAVOY, “’At’s awright, guys,” followed. Given barely passable 
assistance by a big girl who did straight and having moldy and ineffective 
material to work with, he scored a show-stop. His nut delivery went over for 
all it was worth, the customers eating it up, and his imitation of John Barry- 
more doing the big snarl and slither scene from Richard the Third, which closes 
the turn, tied up the show. Just what place it has in the act of an eccentric 
comedian is ancther question, but the mob went for it and for Savoy’s thickly 
plastered dramatics that accompanied it, 

TOTO, a victim of bad spotting, came next. There is obviously no sense 
in having a clown follow a clown, even tho both are good and one of them 
rates among the topnotchers of the painted smile. Toto did his old stunts, and 
they were still grand. There is the romantic flavor of the old music halls about 
them and the grand tradition of comic pantomime. That tradition dates back 
to the days when bladder-whacking pantaloons rolled early 19th century London 
audiences out into the aisles, 12nd Toto is a past master and an artist in his 
medium. But perhaps it needs something of the eternal wonder of childhood 
—something that a Palace Saturday night mob obviously hasn't got—to ap- 
preciate the eternal tomfoolery of the clown. 

JANE AND KATHERINE LEE, the ex-movie kids, who were the first to give 
the bill a definite lift, followed. They gagged, sang and danced extremely 
pleasantly, with Katherine confined more or less to straight, and Jane showing 
up as a completely charming comedienne. She is an eminently smooth gal, 
working her comedy bits in a subtle and smart way, and she should be a grand 
bet for musical comedy. The only wonder is why someone hasn't picked her 
up by this time. The youngsters—they can’t be quite so young as they’d like 
to have you believe—show-stopped convincingly and deservedly. 

BEN BERNIE, who is, of course, the headliner, and his band were in the 
seventh frame. There are 13 lads behind the instruments, various of them 
stepping down for sessions of crooning over the mike, and a pair of crooners 
who do nothing but croon. And, of course, there is Bernie. It’s a swell dance 
orchestra that he has, but it’s Bernie who makes the act. His wow patter in 
the familiar radio style socks over for laugh after laugh. It is smart and 
pointed and consistently genial: give him five minutes on any stage—including 
the Scandinavian—and he’s bound to have the customers wholeheartedly with 
him. Just one thing marred the act, and that was the huge Blue Ribbon Malt 
sign that backed the band. It was an eyesore thruout the turn and proved 
again that if vaudeville 1s going to become merely a signboard for commercial 
advertising it might just as well stop trying to be vaude. If you kept your 
eyes down so that your couldn’t see the Blue Ribbon Company’s smart idea 
for a backdrop, the act was thoroly and overwhelmingly entertaining. It builds 
to a rousing finish when Bernie climbs down into the pit and leads both his 
own boys and the house orchestra thru a rendition of Yow’re the One, which 
is, believe your reporter, some rendition. He could have had as many show- 
stops as he cared to gather ' 

THE DIAMOND BROTHERS should have had a hard job following, but 
they didn’t. They scored a show-stop in their own right, and it was a show- 
stop that was solid, heavy, complete and thoroly deserved. With their rough 
and tumble antics, which are more amusing than any others outside of Mitchell 
and Durante’s and the Britton Gang’s, they had the mob howling. They are 
funny boys, the Diamonds. They work hard and they have a grand act. 

JAMES EVANS, with his foot balancing, closed. He was at the Palace 
only a couple of months ago, and the repeat date is deserved. His balancing 
and spinning of huge and multi-colored objects makes his turn one of the most 
surefire novelty acts in the business. 

There was an excellent house, as usual, at the Saturday evening show.

Donoyan Sisters and Bishop follow and 
shape up as a fair deuce spot act with 
their hermony singing. Their warbling is 
okeh and applied to neat arrangements, 
but unfortunately the pit boys’ blatant 
music drowned them out frequently.

Novelie Brothers do a nice act, but still 
the show's coasting and not gaining any 
speed.

The bill is nothing to brag about, but 
it has one bright star. Ada Brown, 
colored syncopation singer, as usual, hogs 
the show. Business still in the doldrums 
and not much prospect of bettering now 
that the weather has heated up. 

A good foursome opened with an act 
of much variety, including dancing, skat- 
ing and well-done acrobatic work by 
single and four, that took them off to 
well-deserved returns. 

Clifford and Marion deuced. The fem 
member carries the comedy. Their cross- 
fire got many laughs. Girl’s work is 
eccentric and well carried out the entire 
way. Finished strong with many bows. 

Ada Brown filled the three spot and 
received a nice hand on her appearance. 
As each song followed she grew with 
the audience and they were loath to let 
her go. Five songs were not enough and 
her clever finish compelled the show to 
stop and she had to thank them. 

Bob Hope, who first appeared as a 
single and then with what was called 
Antics af 1932, got some laughs with 
stooges in the boxes and on the stage, 
but, taken as a whole, it was a little bit 
weak most of the way. Interspersed were 
some sketches that were old and worn 
from his last appearance here. Just got 
a mild applause on the finish. 

The Three Moderns, flash act, closed 
with numerous dancing numbers by 
three and also by six dancing rockets. 
Their work is fast and lively, which 
helped to put them over, but their danc- 
ing nothing out of the ordinary. Got a 
number of bows going off. The bill was 
one act short on account of disappoint- 
ment.

A strong layout of five standard turns. 
Except for deuce spot the bill is con- 
sistently strong, with Eddie Garr easily 
the starpiout and Neville Fleeson right 
behind. On the screen was The Miracle 
Man (Péramount), and business at the 
first shajv was fair. 

June Purlane and Company got the 
show of2 to a snappy start. Miss Pur- 
lane’s sjrong-arm stuff dominates the 
act, wif two men and a girl give capa- 
ble assi3tance in the posing bits and 
aerial stants. Lighting is excellent and 
the musical accompaniment is just right. 

Thompson and Kemp, mixed colored 
team, made a fair impression. They do 
a little comedy talk, sing, dance and 
slip in some trick drumming, but the 
routine fails to build up to a sock close. 
None of the bits stand out, altho the 
speed arid loudness of the act went over 
enough here to draw a good hand. 

Freddie Pisano and Company followed 
with their familiar wop skit about an 
Trish treffic cop and an Italian jay- 
walker. Pisano is a good laughgetter 
and plays safe toward the close of the 
act by beating a bass drum so hard that 
no one could dare go asleep on him. 
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An Irish tenor and straight man and a 
girl assist. Went over big here. 

Eddie Garr is young and entirely lik- 
able and knows how to get the most out 
of his comedy material. Opened with a 
few smart gags and then went into his 
satirical impressions of stage and picture 
stars. The impersonations put him over 
solidly and he had to encore before he 
could get away. 

Neville Fleeson and Company of four 
provided a strong close to the bill. 
Fleeson is planted at the piano and 
presents each “‘musical episode” with his 
usual finesse. The episodes are nicely 
carried out by two girl singers, a girl 
dancer and a man, with the girl dancer 
standing out. Idea and staging is good, 
altho Fleeson’s excessive talk slows up 
the act a bit.

A swell vaude five-acter that runs very 
entertainingly for exactly 62 minutes. 
It’s a great show for the amusement of 
people already in the house, but contains 
nothing to bring Fordhamites up to the 
box office. Not a “name” among the 
five, comprising Ferry Corwey, Lorraine 
and Digby, Lander Brothers, Marcellus 
Dancers and Jordan and Woods. The 
Fordham needs “names” on the stage, 
especially when playing films such as 
Man Wanted, which has no draw. Busi- 
ness has been off here for some time, 
and tonight there was less than half a 
house in attendance. Yet this sparse 
audience showed considerable apprecia- 
tion for vaude. 

Ferry Corwey, musical clown, had no 
difficulty in making that opening spot a 
most delightful one. He's a clever pan- 
tomimist and skillful in handling musi- 
cal novelties. His comedy interpolations 
are humdingers also. Got a good mitting 
at the bowoff. 

Lorraine and Digby started slowly in 
the deucer, but they soon found them- 
selves, to romp home to prolonged ap- 
plause. Slowness is due to song-dance 
sessions, mild in material and weak in 
Gelivery. This is soon forgotten, how- 
ever, when the duo go in for their knock. 
about comedy. This they apply to eccen- 
tric dancing and adagio, and both work 
grandly. 

Lander Brothers, aided by Helene Am- 
brose, followed with gab comedy and did 
okeh. They impress you as an act of 
the old days, but they have plenty to 
appeal to modern audiences. Good ma- 
terial and capable selling by the boys, 
with Miss Ambrose straighting neatly 
Their comedy parodies mean a lot as 
well. 

Marcellus Dancers, headed by Budd 
Marcellus, had the next-to-closing hon- 
ors. This is certainly a beaut flash, trim 
in staging and dress, but most important 
is the talented cast. The six girls and 
fellow form a most capable dance con- 
tingent, providing acro routines that are 
pips all the way.

All the Roxy needs this week is for 
business to continue on as large a scale 
as it was all day and evening today. For 
the first time in months the house was 
filled at every show, and for the first 
time in what appears to be an age, the 
Roxy had two lobby holdouts. It’s the 
Friars’ Frolic, in on 22% per cent of the 
gross, that’s to blame for a turnout 
which will give the stockholders at least 
seven days’ relief from their worries. It 
also may mean the turning point for the 
mammoth New York landmark. If those 
now running the house do not see the 
light of day as to the value of big 
“name” attractions, then they are walk- 
ing around wearing heavily smoked 
glasses 


Whether the Roxy shows a profit or 
not this week—and the heavy nut will 
probably keep it in the red—at least 
it has a show that will cause people to 
talk. To the audience in attendance to- 
night, the 70-minute Friars’ portion was 
a smash—and the holdover Bolero finale. 
a musical and dance production worth 
traveling miles to see, caused a few in 
the loge section to shout, “Bravo!” The 
applause. the crowds, gave the theater 
every appearance of having gone back to 
its more prosperous days of a couple of 
years ago. 

There are enough “names” in the lay- 
out to make the Roxy the bargain thea- 
ter on Broadway for the most meticulous 
show-shopper. Harry Hershfield, Georgie 
Price, J. S. Flippen, Joe Friscoe, Jans and 
Whalen, Eddie Miller, Joseph E. Howard, 
Warren Jackson, Danny Dare and Bob 
Brandeis do their stuff and, as if this 
were not enough, Gus Van appeared as 
the first guest star. Others will show 
during the week. They worked during 
the minstrel and major portion, which 
was set before a striking red-spangled 
cyc., and a few followed on the specially 
built 15-foot apron over the pit. Half 
the house symphony orchestra backed 
the black-face minstrel part on a high 
platform in rear stage. The other half 


later played the show from the pit led 
by Friar Hugo Reisenfeld. 

Three solid socks dotted the show pre- 
ceding the outstanding Bolero smash. 
These were Harry Jams’ delivery of Hocus 
Pocus, Jans and Whalen’s standard wid- 
ow bit, with Danny Dare taking the part 
of the cooching bereaved wife who had 
just lost her husband, and Georgie 
Price’s adagio dance with Adam DiGatano 
and Vito Melfi. For some unexplained 
reason, the Friars’ ballet, which scored 
so heavily at the Metropolitan Opera 
House, was left out, altho the 20 mem- 
bers backed a good routine by Patricia 
Bowman and the Price burlesque. Pat 
Rooney and Son, advertised, did not show 
because of playing Loew’s State. They 
will be in the show, however, from to- 
morrow on. 

Tne Roxy has gone in for plenty of 
advertising and ballyhoo on this show. 
The marquee says in lights that it is a 
$1,000,000 layout—a bit exaggerated, but 
a great show nevertheless. The club it- 
self sent postcards to all members asking 
them to do everything possible to pro- 
mote the show and business at the house. 
A parade by the Friars from the 48th 
Street clubhouse to the theater was 
staged preceding the first performance. 

With a salary list of about $9,000, the 
Roxy date should net the Friars’ Club a 
handsome profit. At the rate the Roxy 
was going today, the house should gross 
at least $90,000. This would be quite 
different from the average $40,000 grosses 
of past months. 

Programed as “Clark Robinson's sen- 
sational production,” the Bolero number 
is undoubtedly one of the most striking 
pieces of picture-house entertainment 
ever put on. It deserves the “sensation- 
al” superlative in every sense of the 
word. With the 52 girls of the Roxyettes 
and ballet corps backing and surround- 
ing Gomez and Winona, who are held 
over for a third week, the dancing is 
superlative in all of its sensuous and 
rhythmic content. Six males work with 
them. Hugo Reisenfeld’s symphony or- 
chestra and drum corps in the boxes and 
on the stage play the striking music to 
perfection. It closeqd the show to an 
ovation.

From Bright 


More stands closed in New York and other parts of the 
country than in any recent off-season period—*‘scratch” 
houses getting by here and there 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Bad news continues to outbalance the good. insofar 
as burly performers are concerned, with mcre houses closed for the summer than 
at any other similar period in many years. In this city the 10 burlesque stands 
that ran in New York and Brocklyn during the height of the season are down to 
half that number, while the out-of-town situation is steadily getting worse. Latest 
house to close is the Gayety, Washington, which goes dark tonight. Central, this 
city, also closes burlesque, and takes on a picture policy, beginning Monday. Closing 


of the two Philadelpnia houses, the 
Trocadero and Bijou also hurt, tnis sum- 
mer being the first in some time that no 
burlesque will be in evidence. Thus New 
York City is virtually the only large 
Eastern spot playing burlesque. Here and 
there, however, there are “scratch” 
houses playing the usual cast of 12, in- 
cluding the girls. These spots and even 
some of the better houses are keeping 
salaries down to a minimum. 

Only bright light in the happenings of 
the past week is the decision of Joe 
Leavitt to play stock in Newburg. He 
plans to change the shows Mondays and 
Wednesdays. This will provide a few dates 
that will come in handy. 

News from Chicago is far from optimis. 
tic with another theater there reported 
to be closing soon. The field there for 
burly folk is narrowing down to a couple 
of stands. Other Middle West houses 
still running are doing pretty fair under 
the circumstances, while the Coast situa- 
tion around Los Angeles and other places 
in the southern part of the State seem 
to be getting by nicely. 


Decision Reserved 
In Conway Action 


NEW YORK, June 11.—The trial in the 
Supreme Court of Queens County of the 
charges of conversion of property brought 
by Jack Conway, former New Columbia 
Burlesque Association franchise holder, 
resulted in the defendants, I. H. Herk 
and Charles Franklin, having the charges 
against them dismissed by the court. 
Decision in the same suit against the 
NCBA as a corporation was reserved and 
is expected to be handed down next 
Monday. Case was heard Thursday. 

Conway charged that when his show 
Closed early in the season, his scenery 
and other effects were moved by NCBA 
from the Star Theater, Brooklyn, to the 
Irving Place, New York. The burlesque 
wheel counsel informed the court that 
an agreement whereby the property was 
bought for $1,000, payable in 10 weekly 
installments, was supposed to be signed 
by Conway, who suddenly disappeared. 
Conway stated on the stand that he made 
several attempts to see Herk, but of no 
avail. Attorneys for the circuit denied 
this or that it was necessary for Conway 
to see Herk if he wanted to sign the 
agreement. In granting the motion of 
Attorney Goodstein for Herk and Frank- 
lin, that the complaint against them be 
dismissed, the court said that Conway had 
not proved either of them had anything 
to do with the removal of the property in 
question. Herk is president, and Frank- 
lin, secretary and treasurer.

All Co-Operative Productions 


Rules that actors may not go commonwealth unless every- 
one connected with show in any capacity also works on 
percentage—stagehands expected to object 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Actors’ Equity Council this week passed a ruling which 
forbids Equity members from engaging in co-operative shows unless everybody 


connected with the venture is in on the same basis. 


By this is meant that besides 


the actors, the stagehands, box-office men, ushers, doormen, house manager, pub- 


licity man and everyone else connected 


with the show must be on percentage. 


This move will practically have the effect of forever abolishing the co-operative 


shows which have been a recent summer icea. 


affect those shows which are now current 
and are likely to go co-operative. 

Equity heretofore has been more or 
less lenient in the matter of summer 
co-ops, but the Council feels that the 
practice was rather one-sided from the 
point of view of the actor, who, except 
im rare cases, never received a nickel for 
his efforts. In the case of a house taking 
in a co-op group, arrangements are gen- 
erally made for the house to take the 
first $1,500 of the gross receipts for al- 
leged expenses, after which whatever 
money remaining is split 50-50. But not 
before the advertising and other bills are 
paid. Equity figures this may be okeh 
for the house, but with present grosses 
being what they are, there are very few 
nickels left for the cast who have put 
in three or more weeks of rehearsals. 


The new ruling will not affect what is 

known as a “waiver show,” by which the 
cast foregoes. the Equity bond, but is 
guaranteed half the manager’s share of 
ithe movie and stock rights. If a show 
did operate under the new conditions 
formulated, it would involve a peculiar 
Situation in the event the motion picture 
rights to the opus were to be sold, with 
everybody from the charwoman who 
icleans up at night to the manager shar- 
ing in the rights. Which would make it 
ather complicated from the bookkeeping 
ngle. 
No word was forthcoming from the 
ocal stagehand offices as to whether 
they would permit their members to par- 
icipate under the ruling. Those in a 
ition to give any sort of decision are 
t present attending the National IATSE 
sonvention at Columbus, but many of 
he members themselves are of the 
pinion that the percentage idea will 
e frowned upon. Which attitude would 
hutomatically put an end to any shows 
bperating on a co-op basis.

Stocks Begging for New Plays; 
Try Out Shows for Nothing Now 


NEW YORK, June 11.—With an un- 
precedented number of stock companies 
springing up within a radius of 200 miles 
of New York and almost everyone of 
them wishing to give new plays, the 
situation in regard to the New York 
managers is reversed so far as having to 
pay one of these stock companies to try 
out a play. Last season if a New York 
manager desired to have a look at one 
of his new acquisitions he had to pay 
anywhere from 500 to 1,000 bucks to 
gaze upon it for a week. But this sum- 
mer it is all changed, for the manager 
is being daily besieged to let the com- 
panies do them. Especially is this true 
with the established producer, whose 
Name may carry some weight in the 


sticks, for what with the scarcity of 
stellar actors’ names, the stock com- 
pany manager figures if he can publicize 
the fact that the play will be seen in 
New York under the sponsorship of one 
of the better knowns it will do some 
biz. 

The playbrokers who last season used 
to scour the countryside in an effort 
to get one of the companies to try out 
a play so it could be “caught” by the 
managers are also reaping the benefit 
of the increased number of summer 
stocks, and in many cases they have 
evolved deals with the stock companies 
whereby they not only have their plays 
tried out but also charge the companies 
for the privilege. 


Hyde Still in 
Shubert Fight 


Wants to look at books 
for period before sale of 
brothers’ holdings 


NEW YORK, June 11.—The Brothers 
Shubert and their close friend and legal 
adviser, William Klein, received another 
blast from Charles H. Hyde, counsel for 
the Independent Committee of Shubert 
debenture bond holders, who claimed 
that Klein was blocking the Supreme 
Court’s order to have the books of the 
corporation investigated, on the ground 
that ifthe investigation went thru it 
would st the stockholders that much 
more mioney and as there was little 
enough ‘in the coffers at present it would 
be a rank injustice to spend it on in- 
vestigations. 

This feeling is rather an altruistic one, 
contende Mr. Hyde, who has an almost 
uncontrollable urge to examine the books 
for the period prior to the time the 
Shubert Freres sold their holdings to the 
corporation for a figure around 15 mil- 
lion bucks. This was much too high a 
price, dgclares Mr. Hyde, who would also 
like to Enow how such huge assets could 
do a disappearing act in the short space 
of four posre. He thinks the assets were 
overestifnated. 

But s@ far Mr. Hyde has failed, for Mr. 
Klein hgs succeeded in putting a host 
of whad the counsel for thé debenture 
holder terms complicated legal obstacles 
in his path. Meanwhile, Charles Fisk, 
representing the Irving Trust Company, 
coreceivers with Lee Shubert of the cor- 
poration’s remaining assets, declares that 
he has himself made a thoro investiga- 
tion of the firm’s books and as far as he 
can ascertain everything is on the up 
and up. 


Just Four Producers and 
No Bond for “Ballyhoo” 


NEW YORK, June 11—The array of 
produces putting together the much 
ballyhooed revue oddly enough called 
Ballyhoo, Messrs. Connolly, Gensler, Pat. 
terson, Anthony and Alex A. Aarons, will 
have to get along without the aid of the 
last-named gentleman. 

Aarons dropped out of the show's man- 
agement this week, which practically 
leaves the show on the spot, having to 
struggle along as is with only four pro- 
ducers. But Equity is still trying to figure 
out that with all these auditions going 
on almost constantly and a host of actors 
supposedly being signed daily, how come 
no one of the producers has spoken about 
a bond.

The virtuosity of the man was 
tremendous; it was an acting feat of the 
first water. 

But overshadowing even Laughton in 
the same play was Cicely Oates, also 
fresh from England. Laughton had every 
chance to show his ability; Miss Oates 
had practically no chance at all. Her 
part was sedulously played down; it was 
a quiet part, yet one that packed a 
tremendous emotional content. Miss 
Oates played it with sincerity and over- 
whelming effect. 

In spite of the excellent acting done 
by Alice Brady in O’Neill’s three-ring 
circus, Mourning Becomes Electra, it was 
Nazimova who made the show bearable 
to those scattered customers who saw 


thru O’Neill’s sophomoric preoccupa- 
tions. Nazimova turned in a perform- 
ance of sustained and tremendous 
power, a performance that had to be 


seen to be believed. 

Similarly, it was Colin Keith-Johnston, 
as Laertes, who walked off with the Bel 
Geddes production of Hamlet. Keith- 
Johnston showed up Raymond Massey, 
the Hamlet, at every turn—and managed 
to convince this reporter that some day, 
if given the chance, he will himself be 
the best of the modern Hamlets. 

Nigel Bruce, in Lean Harvest and more 


especially in Springtime for Henry, 
proved himself the funniest of our 
farceurs. He is, without a shadow of 


doupt, a well-bred riot. 

Leslie Howard appears during any 
season, then it’s a practical certainty 
that he'll turn in one of the 10 best 
performances. He had greater odds 
against him than usual this year, the 
hero of Philip Barry’s Animal Kingdom 
being something of a prig, but Howard 
injected all of his own suave decency 
into the part and made it both sym- 
pathetic and believable. 

Edna Best and Herbert Marshall in 
There's Always Juliet gave the most 
charming portrayals of the season in the 


season's most charming play. They were 
sheer delight, both of them. 
Claude Rains is one of the finest 


actors on the American stage. Buried 
now for too long in Theater Guild pro- 
ductions, he consistently turns in char- 
acterizations that are outstanding and 
thoroly excellent. The sensitivity, in- 
telligence and huge effect of his portrayal 
of the tortured and disillusioned en- 
gineer in The Moon in the Yellow River 
was one of his finest achievements. 

Laurette Taylor, returning to the stage 
for a brief while in the ill-fated evening 
of Barrie, brought glamour and consum- 
mate maaan back to the theater with 
her.

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Music Men Again Agitate 
For Steep Price Slashes 


One faction seeks to reduce wholesale price of music, 
while another is opposed to it—price no factor, states 
the latter, since only hits sell 


NEW YORK, June 13.—Considerable agitation is cropping up again anent the 
reduction in price of popular sheet music, a large number of the publishers coming 
out in favor of it going into effect forthwith. Present price of average pop numbers 
is 18 cents, with production tunes selling for 26 wholesale. Move on foot would 


teduce the former to 12!, cents and the latter to about 20 cents. 


Publishers in 


favor of the price-cut are believed to have been actuated by the forthcoming 10- 
cent Victor record, and the possibility of having the sheet music sold on the Wool- 


worth and other similar counters. This is 
not the first time a cut has been tried 
from the present scale, but it was raised 
again after a short trial. 

Those against the proposition, which 
includes the music jobbers, stoutly main- 
tain that price will never have anything 
to do with the sale of a song. A hit 
number, they claim, will be sold at its 
usual price, while a song not wanted can. 
not be given away. The song that is in 
demand will go for the price placed 
upon it. This same faction does not be- 
lieve music will materially be sold at 
the lower price unless it is a hit, even tho 
the rest of the music is sold for 10 cents 
as in the old days. 

Music business in this country, they 
aver, is fine compared to that of other 
countries, such as England, France and 


| Germany, where conditions are really de- 


ee -

| plorable and hardly anything sells. 


In 
these countries music is comparatively 
cheap, but still there are few buyers and 
the radio continues to make itself fels 
as a factor against sales. 

Altho no special meetings are being 
held by the publishers, it is possible the 
decision to lower the price will be made 
this week. The Music Publishers’ Pro- 
tective Association is not taking a hand 
in the matter for the simple reason that 
it does not want to be embroiled in a 
“price fixing” situation that may react 
in a government suit. 

How the publishers will be able to 
make money on a song sold for 12% 
cents is a mystery to those against the 


| price cuts, since any song to make money 


has to sell by the thousand over a period 
of time. To do this a song has to be a 
hit and the hit may as well go at a 
price commanding a profit, is their con- 
tention. If it is not a hit it certainly 
won't sell by the thousand. How the 
Victor Company is going to make any- 
thing on its 10-cent record is also a 
mystery, unless taking into consideration 
the chances of killing off the competitors.

Fear a few publishers may 
voice objections and hold 
up ratification 


NEW YORK, June 11. — Executive 
Council of the Songwriters’ Protective 
Association held a meeting Wednesday 
night and voted to accept the new pro- 
posed standard form of agreement be- 
tween writer and publisher as laid out 
by Gene Buck and E. C. Mills, president 
and general manager, respectively, of 
the American Society of Composers, Au- 
thors and Publishers. 

The ASCAP board of directors held 
their weekly meeting on Thursday, but 
owing to pressure of other matters was 
unable to reach the point where it -could 
discuss the agreement and its ratifica- 
tion by the organization. The SPA is 
for the new agreement with a few minor 
reservations, and these are in favor of 
the publisher. For this reason the writ- 
ers do not expect that their wishes for 
the changes will be disregarded. 

However, there is a feeling among 
many iters that a certain faction 
among }he publishers will not ratify or 
vote for the new agreement as it stands. 
The Music Publishers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation, thru its chairman of the board, 
John G. Paine, also worked on the new 
agreement and this is said to be okeh 
with the MPPA. Only the contrary ac- 
tion of a few publishers can ward off the 
signing of the new agreement as out- 
lined in The Billboard last week. Sign- 
ing may take place within a week.

& Haskins, Inc., defendants in the suit, 
were awarded costs by the court. On 
April 26 the Court of Appeals reversed 
decisions of all lower courts and dis- 
missed complaint of Gotham Music Serv- 
ice and Mills Music, Inc. The Court of 
Appeals decision establishes the fact that 
Gotham Music Service and Mills Music, 
Inc., have no exclusive publishing right 
to St. James Infirmary.

HILE it was to be expected that 

the Radio Commission’s report to 

the Senate would not advocate 
doing away with advertising on the air, 
figures on the profits of the two leading 
networks are somewhat surprising in 
that NBC shows a huge deficit and CBS 
a net profit of less than $1,000,000, par- 
ticularly when taking into consideration 
the net, NBC has never admitted to 
taking a profit. Apparently it is moti- 
vated by its own special altruistic 
reasons. 

Net received by NBC for the year 1931 
from advertising sources is placed at 
$25,895,959. Expenditures were $28,137,- 
716. CBS had a net during the same 
period of $11,621,424 and claimed a 
profit of $794,724. Investment of NBC 
is $6,193,670, while that of Columbia is 
$4,527,459. NBC paid out $7,868,692 for 
programs, including money to artists: 
regular employees, $3,710,122: line 
charges, $2,799,916, while research and 
development took $2,017,542; other ex- 
penses were $12,027.578. 

Columbia expended $1,329,076 for pro- 
grams; employees, $836,766; line charges, 
$1,939,443, and other expenses amounted 
to $5,875,943. The total receipts of all 
broadcasting stations were %77,758,048, 
according to the commission, while the 
expenditures were $77,995,405. In other 
words, it is not a profitable business and 
not advisable for Uncle Sam to get into 
the industry. 

Advertising is found to take up about 
one-third of the time on the air, and, 
notwithstanding, it was readily stated 
that the dial turners of the United 
States had by far the best programs in 
the world. And with the total private 
investment in radio placed at some 
$47,000,000 and the possible need of 
$120,000,000 to duplicate the equipment 
and programs now being sent out, there 
is little worry that the government will 
take over the situation in a hurry. Cost 
of upkeep per year would entail an 
additional $100,000,000. 


OWEVER, with all the figures, defi- 
cits and profits, there is one winner 
that can’t lose. It is old man 

AT&T. He gets the radio programs 
coming and going, and nearly all wire 
charges eventually find their way to 
his coffers. It probably makes little 
actual difference if NBC shows the profit 
or AT&T. It is better, of course, for 
many reasons to let the public utility do 
the profit showing. Why stir up addi- 
tional squawks? 


USIC-PUBLISHING industry is con- 
siderably wrought up over the final 
decision of the New York State 

Court of Appeals in the Denton & 
Haskins-Gotham Music Company case 
involving the use of the noncopyright 
Gambler’s Blues, now better known as 
St. James Infirmary. As recently men- 
tioned in this column, the Gotham took 
the song and gave it new life, only to 
have the former concern also bring it 
out. Music publishers generally felt that 
this couldn't be done unless a title other 
than that of the first revivor was used. 
The courts decided that any firm can 
take a song from the public domain 
regardless of the fact that another firm 
did it first and made it popular. 
Publishers are not interested in 
whether one of the above firms won or 
the other. What they were interested in 
was the fact that they are now prac- 
tically prohibited from taking anything 
of this nature and doing anything with 
it. Toward this end both the Gotham 
and the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association sought to have a reargument 
on the matter of the point of using the 
self-same title. This was denied last 
week and the motion lost. The MPPA, 
a noninterested party, was allowed, how- 
ever, to file a brief upon the subject 
supporting the Gotham's point. John G. 
Paine, chairman of the board of MPPA, 
now believes the matter is forever dead 
and won't bother to stir it up, nor will 
the Gotham seek any further appeals. 
Paine, who is also a lawyer, with the 
aid of his attorney, Francis Gilbert, 
argued the point that a motion picture 
concern, in fact any of them, can make 
a picture of Monte Cristo, for instance; 
but should one movie producer bring it 
out under another title, should still an- 
other producer who has the unques- 
tioned right to bring out a similar pic- 
ture be allowed to take the first pro- 
ducer’s title which he has coined and 
publicized? It seems unfair, possibly, 
but insofar as the music publishers are 
concerned they will let the matter lie. 


Wolfe Takes Lead 


In Tracy Action 


NEW YORK, June 11.—Trial of the 
suit. against Arthur Tracy (Street Sing- 
er), brought by Ed Wolfe, erstwhile man- 
ager of the radio singer, came up Mon- 
day and Tuesday of this week before 
Supreme Court Justice Selah B. Strong, 
of Queens County. 

The court voiced the opinion that 
Tracy did not have the right to use the 
title “Street Singer” without Wolfe’s per- 
mission, and also that it appeared to be 
a plain case of jumping his managerial 
contract in which he agreed to pay over 
one-third of his earnings. Toward this 
end Justice Strong issued an order to 
Loew’s, Inc., and the Columbia Broad- 
casting System to withhold one-third 
of the singer’s earnings until the suit 
was finally decided. Justice Strong, after 
issuing the temporary injunction, told 
the attorneys present to file briefs June 
20, after which he may decide on a 
referee to compute the sum due for 
damages. 

Wolfe, on the stand, told of how he 
found Tracy fooling around a small ra- 
dio station and how Tracy askeq him to 
take him in hand. He also brought 
suitable witnesses to prove his mana- 
gerial ability. CBS anq Loew’s were made 
codefendants as a matter of form since 
both concerns employ Tracy. Nathan 
Burkan represented Tracy, and Reuben 
Caidin, of Shapiro, Caidin & Pearlman, 
represented Wolfe.

KYW Seeks Leave

CHICAGO, June 11.—The Westing- 
house Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany Monday filed application with H. D. 
Hayes, federal radio supervisor at Chi- 
cago, for authority to move Station KYW 
to Philadelphia. Later this week the 
application was transmitted to the fed- 
eral radio commission at Washington. 

The action of Westinghouse was 
brought about thru many attacks upon 
the channel occupied by KYW—1020 
kilocycles—which originally was assigned 
as one of the exclusive channels belong- 
ing to the second radio zone, in which 
Philadelphia is located. Seeking to oust 
KYW are three stations in the second 
zone that are applicants for the same 
wave length, and it is probable hearings 
on these applications will be heard this 
month. 

Removal of KYW to Philadelphia 
would do away with much of the criti- 
cism against the overquota of Chicago 
and the State, Illinois at the present 
time being the most over-quota State 
in the union.

Jack Smith-Arnold Johnson 


Reviewed Monday 10:15-10:30 p.m. 
Style — Vocal novelty and orchestra. 
Sponsor—Absorbine Jr. (W. F. Young, 


Inc.). Station WJZ (NBC network). 
“Whispering” Jack Smith, one of 
radio’s veterans, returns to the air, 


backed by Arnold Johnson's Orchestra 
and the Humming Birds, a female trio, 
similar to the Pickens Sisters. Smith of- 
fers his usual confidential style of sing- 
ing to excellent advantage. Johnson 
lends equally fine accompaniments, as 
well as real snappy selections, while the 
Humming Birds blend themselves into 
all parts of the program with a style of 
obbligato peculiar to themselves. Enter- 
tainment is delightfully smooth and 
musical at all times, Smith, of course, 
being in the limelight for the most part. 
However, he does not overdo it. His 
diction is clearer than ever, and as in 
the case of all of the selections his songs 
were well chosen. Johnson offered sock 
arrangements, and being no newcomer 
on the ether himself, revealed good show- 
manship in making his innings count. 

The female trio handed out a whole 
load of musical training when it har- 
monized or did the obbligatos, trotting 
out the many tricks that range up and 
down like a vocal orchestra. No one but 
highly skilled vocalist could do the 
Sweet Adeline business in so many spots, 
seemingly at random, but no doubt with 
the aid of a clever arranger. Their work, 
along with that of Smith and Johnson, 
is a stand-out performance. 

Sponsor's credit did not seem to in- 
trude, Smith handling it in a couple of 
spots very nicely, while the finale 
brought on the announcer for a farewell 
bit of talk. Possibly the program, a 
fast-moving one, ran short a minute or 
so, for the close seemed anti-climaxed, or 
gave that impression at least. It sounded 
okeh, nevertheless, and whoever got the 
idea of this combination surely did right 
by the sponsor. M. H. S. 


Ed Sullivan-Jack Denny 


Reviewed Sunday 10-10:30 p.m. Style 
—Dramatic bits, interviews and orches- 
tra. Sponsor—Gem Safety Razor Cor- 
poration. Station WABC (CBS network). 

Highlights of Broadway, sport and 
music are the theme of this program, and 
Ed Sullivan, newspaper columnist, seems 
to have achieved his purpose well enough 
on the initial broadcast of this new ac- 
count. Sullivan had on hand Georges 
Carpentier to represent the sports end of 
the program and, of course, he was in- 
terviewed on his Dempsey fight, bringing 
Out several very interesting items and 
choice bits of conversation. Dramatiza- 
tion of part of the fight, excitement of 
the crowd, etc., was worked up nicely, 
but it seems that it would have been 
better to have let the Frenchman do the 
telling instead of splitting this portion 
of the program up so that it became 
momentarily incoherent. On the other 
hand, perhaps it is Sullivan's unusual 
sense of dramatic values that keys his 
listeners to the point where they resent 
any break in the continuity. 

For Broadway, Sam H. Harris, pro- 
ducer, and Irving Berlin were taken back 
to the opening night of the first Music 
Bor Revue, and this was dramatized in 
good style, altho neither of them actually 
took part in the skit. Later they both 
cried a little, Sam stating he had the 
two outstanding musical hits, but won- 
dered if he would get his money back; 
while Berlin admitted everybody played 
his songs, but nobody was buying them. 

Jack Denny was on the job as usual 
and gave Berlin a great plug on his 
tunes, both new and old, and, of course, 
whatever he played was faultless from 
any angle. Sullivan went thru his stuff 
in his same aggressive style. He has a 
good radio voice and is not a poor sales- 
man at all. Sponsor grabbed his credits, 
not only with the aid of one man but 
with the additional help of a stooge or 
kibitzer, who insisted on getting in the 
last word. We doubt the efficacy of the 
copy handed out in such fashion. Male 
voice singing with the band is worthy of 
mention, and the three-way program 
should prove a popular one.

The Boy Friend, under other titles, has 
long been threatening playgoers, and it 
finally came on the boards with a venge. 
ance. The big mystery in this case is 
how two such men as Dr. Carl Hunt and 
George Miller, whose long experience in 
the business should have given them a 
better imsight on play picking, could 
have produced such a turk. For one 
thing, plays and plots about chorines and 
their trials and tribulations are outdated, 
and secondly, sleek villains wearing white 
spats smack of the amateur. Then again 
for good measure, a play depending as 
this one does upon third-rate epigrams, 
and not situations, may be good vaude 
material, but hardly a play. 

The opus had all the fixings, and very 
good ones from such points of view as 
scenery, costumes and proper direction. 
The direction being very apparent, for 
the cast evidently were trained to time 
their lines for laughs, but with no laughs 
forthcoming the waits were long and 
terrifying for the cast. The cast for that 
matter tried hard, and altho this depart- 
ment likes fair-faced maidens (who in 
this case formed the major part of the 
cast), it is only right and just to report 
their collective beauty stood head and 
shoulders above their acting. Seldom 
have such weak histrionics been exhibited. 

The play concerns the “at leisure” 
periods of a bevy of chorines, who get 
mixed up with racketeers. One of them 
in particular has a boy friend and a 
special set of troubles with a special 
racketeer, who tries to ruin her possible 
marital happiness with the b. f. The 
rest of the story is hard to follow, due to 
a host of minor complicating plots, petty 
girl troubles and several dress removals 
from the bodies of girls on stage. but 
let it suffice that the ingenue convinced 
ber b. f. she was a good girl, and all 
turned out as well as could be expected. 

The most surprising thing about the 
entire affair is that it is bad enough stage 
material to make a more than passable 
motion picture. JACK

Hey, Nonny, Nonny!, which opened 
cold, had all the elements of a fast and 
entertaining summer revue, promising 
after qa few more appearances to shape 
up into a more than acceptable $3 show 
buy. Altho nothing outstanding in the 
way of a musical score or even a pop 
hit number in the show, and almost en- 
tirely devoid of scenery, it makes up any 
of these drawbacks by its freshness and 
casualness. This casualness, in particular, 
is one of its saving graces, making it 
adaptable for the hot weather customers. 
Plenty of the show could have been cut 
at its initial performance, and in every 
case the sketches could have stood con- 
densing and speeding. The girls, in par- 
ticular, are deserving of high praise, as 
seldom this season has there been @ 
sprightlier and more pleasing array of 
them, and for willingness and gayety 
they could hardly be excelled.

Richy 
Craig Jr., recruited from the big-time 
vaude field, didn’t have so very much to 
do, but whatever he did he did more 
than well and much can be expected 
from him in the future. Ann Seymour 
labored more or less in a cycle of songs 
reminiscent of her past successes and 
failed to click as expected. 


The sketches, with the exception of 
one »%r two which fell flat, were, on the 
whole, capable laugh getters if not of 
brilliant satirical wit. One sketch in 
particular, a burlesque on Minsky vs. 
the Metropolitan Opera, was hilarious. 
The outstanding song in the opus is a 
lyric labeled For Better or for Worse, 
with the runner-up, Let’s Go Lovin’, 
being a fairly passable tune. The scenery 
is credited to two of New York’s better 
known designers, who seem, to have col- 
laborated in ways and means of using 
two drops and a flat or so, which idea 
this department is heartily in favor of 
in these days of scarce money. Dave 
Gould deserves a palm for his staging of 
smart dance routines. All in all it was 
quite a commendable show considering 
the usual handicaps arising in a more or 
less co-operative affair, and the pro- 
ducers may look upon it with pride.

The Players are performing a public 
service and at the same time an almost 
hopeless task by presenting this year's 
revival. The play is Shakespeare's little- 
known Troilus and Cressida, and the 
Players are giving it, so far as the rec- 
ords show, its first American perform- 


ance. Because of that they are to be 
congratulated and commended. 

But they have bitten off an impossible 
hunk of Avon. Anyone who has read 
Troilus and Cressida must realize that 
it is a play which simply will not act. 
It embodies much of Shakespeare’s es- 
sential philosophy, and, like all essential- 
ly philosophical plays, it is based on talk 
rather than action. The talk, some of 
it the most beautiful poetry that the 
bald-headed bard ever coaxed from a 
recalcitrant quill, rambles on unceasingly 
—while on the stage, with monotonous 
regularity, nothing in particular happens. 
It is a beautiful play; it is a slyly 
thoughtful play; it is, in some passages, 
a@ poetically magnificent play, but it is 
for the library rather than the theater. 
It simply will not act—and the Players’ 
excellent production proves that fact be- 
yond the slightest shadow of doubt. 

Henry Herbert has done a fine job of 
adapting the mass of dialog to something 
approximating modern stage form. He 
has kept the spirit and flavor of the 
play, sacrificing nothing of great import, 
and has managed to make the whole 
thing very nearly actable. That it wasn’t 
entirely so is certainly not his fault. His 
direction, sensitive and intelligent, also 
helped immensely. 

With these aids and with the aid of 
one of the finest casts of any recent 
revival, Troilus and Cressida was given 
every chance in the Players’ power. The 
production, which approximated the 
Elizabethan and very wisely substituted 
Shakespearean ruffs for Trojan draperies, 
was colorful and in every way excellent. 

The cast included Otis Skinner, Edith 
Barrett, Blanche Yurka, Mr. and Mrs. 
Coburn, Eugene Powers, Elliot Cabot, 
Jerome Lawler and many other standbys. 
It was Powers who walked away with 
the show. As Pandarus he dominated 
the scene, turning in a performance of 
intelligence and splendid artistry. Skin- 
ner confined himself to the relatively 
smal] part of Thersites and made merry 
therein. Miss Barrett, in spite of what 
might have been expected of a modern 
actress thrown into a difficult Shake- 
spearean role, came thru with flying col- 
ors. Her voice even was sufficient to be 
heard in the upper reaches of the thea- 
ter. 

Which brings up the question of the 
house chosen by the Players for their 
presentation. It was undoubtedly too 
large. In days when actors’ voices have 
dwindled to intimate drawing-room pip- 
ings, it is no longer possible to fill opry 
houses with rolling periods from the 
stage. The Players, in spite of the great 
tradition of acting that clings in the 
crannies of their clubhouse opposite the 
statue of Edwin Booth, should have 
realized this. Many of the lines were 
lost in the large theater. Tho, for that 
matter, more of them were heard than 
might have been expected. 

In any case, the Players’ courageous 
and excellent attempt was foredoomed to 
at least partial failure. Troilus and 
Cressida is a play which, by its very na- 
ture, belongs between those book covers 
where it has, up to now, remained so far 
as America is concerned.

Incidentally, the plot’s be- 
ginning was strangely reminiscent of 
familiar O. Henry tales, but it stopped 
right there. The story concerns @ 
wealthy uncle picking up a supposed 
tramp from the depths of Gramercy 
Park (the private haunt of the rich) 
and bringing him to the palatial home 
wherein he resides with his extremely 
pretty niece (Terry Carroll). The uncle 
hires the tramp to become the legal hus- 
band of the extremely pretty niece. But 
the tramp, who by the way is really a 
respectable guy oniy down on his luck 
and heels, finds that he has been duped, 
for the extremely pretty niece has had 
to get herself a husband in a hurry 
(children under 18 not admitted). 

This department’s interest faded from 
then on; it was extremely difficult 
to concentrate on the balance of the 
story due to interminable recriminations 
and a whole lot of useless chatter which 
seemed never ending. But never fear, it 
all came out all right. 

It’s the sort of thing that some of the 
smaller stock companies ought to find 
a good money maker, but for Broadway 
fare it is exactly nil. Terry Carroll, ad- 
vertised as the sister of Nancy of film 
fame, showed up surpisingly well and 
should be able after a few more shows 
to drop the sister billing. The rest of 
the cast was adequate, to say the most.

Guild of the Summer Theater 
Successfully Presents Play 


Set in a truly romantic setting atop 
a tall building, with the lights of the 
city forming a fantastic background, 
Rostand’s The Romancers gives one the 
feeling of gazing into the intimate lives 
of people inhabiting another planet. But 
the atmosphere is not conducive to a 
full enjoyment of the delicate play, 
which is a satire on the loves and hopes 
of young lovers, for one finds himself 
continually turning to gaze upon the 
lighted tower of the Empire State Build- 
ing. Which is not to say that the per- 
formers were not worthy of attention, 
nor the play not entertaining, but the 
skyline of the city being what it is, the- 
atrical entertainment suffers by com- 
parison. 

It was all charming nevertheless, with 
a quaintness all its own. The 18th cen- 
tury costumes of the characters, and the 
simpleness of the single setting of the 
garden with its rustic benches, all con- 
tributed, to the unique diversion. The 
players were exceptionally skillful for a 
group of this sort and performed their 
roles with commendable ease, which is a 
rare tribute in face of the difficulty 
usually found in the performance of this 
play. They managed to wear an air of 
reality and give their lines a feeling of 
sincerity while cloaked in knee breeches 
and adorned with perukes, patches and 
patchouli. 

The piece concerns the love affair of 
two young things who live on adjoining 
estates in rural France during the 18th 
century. Their fathers pretend to be 
enemies in order that their children do 
not think that they desire their mar- 
riage. With the aid of a false abduction 
they lead the children to an engage- 
ment. The old men boast of their strategy 
too soon and the young things discover 
the deception. The lovers quarrel and 
so do their fathers, but it is all patched 
up and all are reunited. 

The Guild of the New York Summer 
Theater is to be congratulated for its 
splendid production, and Herbert Roun- 
tree’s direction is also commendable. The 
Only shortcoming was the obstreperous 
wind, which occasionally blew the voices 
in the wrong direction, but then the 
elements were always stronger than 
romantic speeches.

RALPH WRAY, who sold songbooks 
with the original Billy Emerson’s Min- 
strels, season of 1871-'72, writes inter- 
estingly of the performance given by 
Emerson's company 61 years ago. Wray 
later achieved fame as a minstrel come- 
dian and dancer and for many years was 
a strong favorite, ‘especially on the 
Pacific Coast. With the Emerson troupe 
when Wray was pitching the songbook 
at a dime a throw in the aisles was 
Charles Vivian, the English variety actor, 
who organized the Jolly Corks, the social 
circle of actors from which sprang the 
Benevolent and Protective Order of Elks. 
Wray is now a resident of Los Angeles,

At the annual meeting of the mem- 
bers of the Chorus Equity Association 
the tellers’ committee made the follow- 
ing report of elections to the executive 
committee: Paul Dullzell, chairman; 
Catherine Huth, recording secretary; 
Helen Arlen, Walter J. Franklyn, A. 
Louise Joyce, Edna Nolte, Nadine Sin- 
clair, Howard M. Stuart and Merry C. 
Wagner as members of the executive 
committee to serve a three-year term, 
and John Fredrick as a replacement to 
sefve for one year. 

From May 1, 1931, to April 30, 1932, 
the Chorus Equity had 1,414 members in 
good standing—400 less than for the 
year preceding. In this period 678 new 
members were elected, that is 54 less 
than for the year from May 1, 1930, to 
April 30, 1931. Five hundred and fifteen 
of these new members made application 
before the raise in the initiation fee 
from $5 to $15, which occurred in No- 
vember, 1931. Of the 123 applicants 
after this time the majority were mem- 
bers of the Boston Opera Company, 
which employed a local chorus. We feel 
that the raise in the initiation fee has 
had a decided effect on the number of 
new applicants. 

The Association collecteq $14,040.40 in 
claims for members. This amount rep- 
resents only claims paid thru the or- 


ganization and from the organization to 
its members. More than that amount 
was paid directly to our members be- 
cause of the Equity contract. In many 
cases, when claims are placed the man- 
agement pays the members direct so 
that the work of the Association in 
making collections does not appear on 
our books. Nevertheless, this is a direct 
benefit to our members from their asso- 
ciation. Further, many managements 
pay for overtime rehearsals, layoffs, etc., 
without any dispute because it is a part 
of the Equity contract. 

Altho the amount of employment was 
considerably less than the preceding 
year, the collections were only $760.50 
less than for the year 1930-’31. In view 
of the decrease in paid-up membership, 
the ratio of collection is really higher 
than in the preceding year. 

The Chorus Eqtlity is far more im- 
portant to its members in bad seasons 
than in good. It is when business is 
bad that employers are most anxious to 
dodge obligations—and less willing to 
place a bond which, with bad business, 
becomes increasingly important. 

Altho the Association showed an 
operating loss for the year, it was less 
than for the preceding year—and that 
despite the fact that our paid-up mem- 
bership had decreased and our income 
had lessened correspondingly. 

A full report of the meeting will ap- 
pear in the June issue of Equity. 

Claire Carleton received excellent no- 
tices for her work in the leading role 
of Concerning Life at the Provincetown 
Theater. 

Many times we have reminded our 
members of the necessity of keeping a 
correct address on file here, and a num- 
ber of our members have lost employ- 
ment because they failed to do this. 
Last week we had an inquiry for the 
address of Jack Hughes—an inquiry that 
would lead to employment. We had no 
address for Mr. Hughes and had not 
heard from him in 18 months. We did 
succeed in finding him after making 
numerous telephone calls to various of 
his friends. That is not a very sure way 
of finding our members. Always leave 
your address on file. 

Persons who expect to be out of the 
profession for a year or more should 
apply for honorable withdrawal cards if 
they do not wish to continue paying 
dues. Withdrawal cards are issued only 
to members in good standing at the 
time of making application.

Ask Cut in Theater License 


STEUBENVILLE, O., June 13.—Five 
Steubenville theater operators have peti- 
tioned city council for a reduction in 
monthly license fees. Present charge is 
$50 a month, highest of any city in the 
entire upper Ohio valley and is excessive 
in face of existing conditions, theater 
men assert. City councilmen have prom- 
ised careful consideration of the issue 
and will report their decision within a 
few days. City officials claim only $100 
has been paid by the five local theaters 
in license fees since January 1. Theater 
men claim they do not want to reduce 
wages of more than 100 persons em- 
ployed in the five houses and this can 
be avoided if the city reduces the month- 
ly license charge 50 per cent.

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Commercializing Pitiful Case Wrong 
HE action of the mayors of certain 
cities in New England in refusing to 
grant permits to a circus, or threaten- 

ing to revoke those already issued, because 

the Negro finder of the Lindbergh baby was 

a feature of the’ side show is to be com- 

mended. There was only one way for the 

circus to overcome this objection, and that 
was by dispensing with the feature. This was 
done after only one day’s showing. 

The Lindbergh baby tragedy has cast a 
shadow of gloom over the entire world. The 
baby was defenseless. The parents were 
caught unawares. It was a case of profound 
sorrow and deep regret, and to commer- 
cialize it is far out of reason. if the baby 
had been rescued or found alive and a show 
attempted to feature the incident in some 
manner, there probably would have been no 
objection. 


Furthermore, there was nothing heroic, 


about the discovery of the body. The finder 
merely happened upon it while walking in 
the woods. It was possible for anybody to 
do this, which is another point to consider 
in the objection to commercialization. 

The action of the mayors is upheld by 
us not with any prejudice against the circus 
in question, nor because it is the Lindbergh 
baby. Regardless of what show or whose 
baby was concerned in an identical case, our 
feeling would be the same. 


Vaudeville for too long has thought of itself 
as something apart, a branch cof the amusement 
field which for some unknown reason should 
have standards more lenient than those in legi*. 
That is one reason for vaudeville’s present weak- 
ness. If it were judged more often on sheer en- 
tertainment value—regardless of whether the 
medium be vaude, legit or burlesque—its own en- 
tertainment standards might »e raised. 


Equity Referendum by Mail 


T SEEMS definite that the New York 
legitimate managers will press the issue 
of Sunday shows. Motion pictures, bur- 

lesque, vaudeville, music, dance recitals, 
concerts and everything else except legit 
plays can show in New York unscathed on 
the Sabbath. But due to an involved-State 
law and to the unbending attitude of Equity, 
the living stage is forced to forego the 
profits that might come from crowds that 
mill about Broadway over the week-end, 

Equity, in again refusing to submit the 
Sunday show question to a referendum at 
the last annual meeting, said that such a 
referendum could be forced by the managers 
if they got 20 actors to sign a petition ask- 
ing for it. The managers, determined to get 
Sunday shows, will get those 20 actors. 

There is only one drawback. A so-called 
referendum, so far as Equity is concerned, 
means merely a vote of those members wha 
happen to be in New York and free to attend 
ameeting. It fails to take into consideration 
the huge number of Equity members who are 
not in New York when the meeting is held. 
If the managers force the issue on the Sun- 
day question in time to have Sabbath show- 
ings in the fall, it will mean that the meet- 
ing must be held some time during the sum- 
mer. Very few of the Equity rank and file 
will be in town at the time. 

Those who will attend are the habitual 
chairwarmers of the theatrical clubs, ac- 
cepted Thespians who seldom work and 
seldom need to; the rabid minorities from 
the various sectarian guilds; the old-line 
people who have money enough to be spared 
the necessity of working on Sundays, and 
who would therefore spend some of that 
money to travel to New York in order to 
prevent their less fortunate brethren 
desecrating the Sabbath. 

The only solution is a referendum by 
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mail—the only real and complete and honest 
referendum possible. Nothing stands in its 
way. The Sunday show question should 
be settled once and for all by Equity’s mem- 
bership at large. The only way the mem- 
bership at large can be reached for a vote on 
the question is by a vote thru the mails. 


Ousted as gn exhibition from several towns in 
Massachusetts, where he was touring with a cir- 
cus, the man who found the dead bedy of the 
Lindbergh baby appeared in a side show at Coney 
Island, N. Y., while a storm of protest ;ruged. 
Such an erhibition is in extremely bad taste and 
is unworthy of the shows management. It is 
also a cheap publicity stunt. By the time this 
is being read this tawdry exhibit will nc doubt 
have been removed. It should be. 


Vindication of the Ballyhoo 


UST a few years ago if a man had as- 
serted that Big Business would some 
day adopt the methods of the circus side 

show and the carnival midway to promote 
the sale of its wares he would have been 
regarded as a promising candidate for the 
funnyhouse. 

Yet today we find Big Business operating 
with the aid of an army of trade solicitors 
that may be consistently compared with the 
most blatant and raucous advertising forces 
that ever worked on the front of a circus 
side show or a midway attraction. That 
army is made up of high-salaried enter- 
tainers in various lines who are practicing 
in the grand manner exactly the same tricks 
and devices for luring customers. 

The stage or “front” on which the pub- 
licity agents and salesmen of Big Business 
carry on is the radio station. The radio per- 
formances of today are the performances of 
the barker, the spieler and the ballyhoo 
artist glorified. And nothing else but. 

Witness Irvin Cobb ballyhooing with 
funny stories a brand of cigars. Hear Wal- 
ter Winchell spilling the dirt of Broadway, 
Hollywood and all way stations on the 
Great Scandal Line for a cigaret concern. 
See Lowell Thomas doing his daily news- 
monging spiel to promote the sales of a na- 


tional weekly. Tune in on the numerous 
stars of opera. drama and minstrelsy whe 
are singing and declaiming the praises of 
various commodities offered for sale. 

In all of the larger cities barkers and 
spielers are coaxing customers into the de 
luxe movie palaces and the legitimate thea- 
ters alike, emulating the tactics originated 
by the once despised midway and circus lot 
showman. Verily, the business acumen of 
the side-show and midway managers is at 
last vindicated. 

Whether the dignity of the Thespian art 
is more violated by Doc Double Eagle, in 
Indian costume, making a pitch on herbs 
than the same is desecrated by Will Rogers 
doing a pitch on chewing gum or Edna 
Wallace Hopper ballvhooing a facial cream 
is an open question. On the point of dignity 
Double Eagle appears to have the edge on 
Edna and Will. For example: Edna and 
Will at the close of their pitches recommend 
that the prospective buyers call on any and 
all dealers for the goods. 

Double Eagle is more particular about 
who handles his medicines. He sends the 
prospective customer to his own distributor 
at the counter, an individual whose identity 
and integrity are personally known to him. 

Therefore, no more may Big Business 
or the great artists of the amusement worid 
who are selling their talent thru the medium 
of radio look down with amused toleration 
upon the side-show and midway ballyhoo, 
nor scorn the enterprising, if humble, pitch- 
man’s jam or high-pressure spiel. Judged 
by their own standards, they are all in the 
same class in the pursuit of trade in this re- 
markable era of world business depression. 

Time has wrought wonderful changes. 
As Mr. Kipling puts it: 


The Colonel’s lady and Judy O’Grady 
Are sisters under their skins. 


We Blame Overseating Again 


é667FXHERE is a tendency to consider all of 

our present dislocations of national 

life, whether they be economic, finan- 
cial, sociological or political, as inevitable 
consequences of the wholesale destruction 
of life and property during the World War. 
But more serious than the war or the eco- 
nomic ‘effects of the peace treaties is our 
failure to establish an approximate equilib- 
rium between the forces of production and 
the forces of consumption.” 

The above is an excerpt from the recent 
speech of Merlin H. Aylesworth, president 
of RKO and NBC, before the graduating 
class of Drake University. How eloquently 
the last sentence bespeaks the chief ailment 
of the show business in general—and the 
indoor show business in particular. 

Little doubt exists that overseating 
furnishes the various movie, vaudefilm and 
legit operators with their most acute cramp. 
With all of their economy programs, mon- 
ster stage shows, super pictures and heavily 
ballyhooed musicals, they realize that they 
have more seats than customers, and the 
customers they do have, in the majority, 
cannot afford to meet a profitable admission 
scale. Show business was extremely prof- 
itable up until two years ago and paid 
fabulous dividends and salaries to those in 
it, but high admissions were necessarily 
charged to meet the expenses and furnish 
the profits. Now, salaries have come down 
and so have admissions, with further shav- 
ing of the latter inevitable. 

But the chief problem to be met is over- 
seating, with this going for most every key 
city, town, village and hamlet in the coun- 
try. The only solution thus far has been 
the darkening of theaters—and none other 
is apparently available.

How many of your readers can recall 
the circuses of the early "70s? Vastly 
different from those of today. There was 
no circus to my knowledge traveling by 
railroad in my early days. The circus 
went “over the road.” There was no com- 
bined circus and menagerie. The circus 
was a distinct organization. The circus 
and menagerie had absolutely no con- 
nection. People who did not favor cir- 
cuses would not go to a performance nor 
allow their children to go, but “all hands 
and the cook” went to the menagerie. 


Many a time I have crawled under the 
tent and up between the seats on the 
Dan Rice One-Ring Circus, and the same 
thing on Murray’s Circus. ‘Those were 
the days when the women riders leaped 
thru hoops of tissue paper, the hoops 
being held by clowns. At times the hoops 
were open, but the circumference was a 
fiame of alcohol. Also in the “grand 
entry,” such as it was, there was a lion 
seated on the back of a norse. Youngsters 
carried water to the elephants and for 
this work were allowed to see the show. 
Well, they earned the privilege. 


Information has been asked for recent- 
ly in the Forum relative to the car used 
for transporting Jumbo. I cannot give 
you the dimensions, but I can give you 
some information. The law in nearly 
all States requires a clearance of 17 feet 
under overhead bridges, that is between 
the top of the rail and the underside of 
the bridge timbers. Jumbo’s car cleared 
the bridges by about one foot, but the 
floor of the car was lower than in other 
cars, and cleared the track by about one 
foot. On account of the unusual con- 
struction of the car and its size, the peo- 
ple, knowing that it carried Jumbo, used 
to gather in crowds «slong the railroad to 
see the train pass. As a result, there were 
many accidents. I helped to shovel up 
the remains of one man who was literally 
ground to pieces by Jumbo’s car. 


In The Billboard of May 28 there is a 
letter in the Forum relative to Jumbo’s 
death. I believe that Jumbo was killed 
at Keene, N. H. The company of militia 
in Keene was turned out, a chalk mark 
made on Jumbo’s hide, and the company 
fired at that spot. It is no news to say 
that Jumbo’s hide and frame are in the 
museum at Tufts College, Medford, 
Mass. 

What has become of the springboard 
leaping and somersaulting? How many 
of the present circus troupers can recall 
seeing John Robinson (I believe it was 
John), turn a double somersault over six 
elephants? How many can recall seeing 
him turn a double somersault cover 12 
horses? What has become of the four- 
horse chariot races? Believe me, they 
were real races. 


In the Forum for May 21 there is a 
letter relative to the “Human Cannon 
Ball.” .The “Human Cannon Ball” is not 
new, for P. T. Barnum had a similar act 
in the early ’80s. 


TI will not be positive, but, as I remem- 
ber, the woman who was propelled from 
the wooden gun was billed as “Zaza.” 
This act always drew a good round of ap- 
plause. 


The circuses of today are larger and 
more magnificent in display, but do they 
bring the fullness of pleasure which we 
received from the old one-ring circuses?

Back in '92 John White, animal tamer, 
and R. B. Mason decided to take out a 
small circus. The show opened on York 
road, Baltimore. William Showles, the 
great bareback rider’s father, was in ad- 
vance. I joined the show as announcer 
and put on the concert. 

The show’s next stand was High Bridge, 
Md., then Havre de Grace and Wilming- 
ton, where the show played a bloomer. 
The sheriff took the show. It was a bad, 
rainy season. Well, I decided to take the 
advance and get the show out of the 
mud. I had all the holders of attach- 
ments agree tc wait. Took the show on 
a blind date to New Castle, Del., by wagon. 
Played two days to good business. Char. 
tered the old steamer, Reybold, to take 
the show to Salem, N. J., for two days. 
Good business. Then to Bridgeton, N. J., 
for two days on a beautiful lot Never 
saw so many people on the lot at 7 
o’clock for a small show in my life. 

After I had made the announcement 
of the free attraction, some one shouted: 
“One hundred people killed in Atlantic 
City wreck!” In 15 minutes there were 
not 15 people on the lot. 

I pawned two mules to get to Millville, 
N. J. Poor business. Then to Vineland. 
Had to sell a small Shetland pony to get 
to Woodstown, N. J. Big business. No 
license in those days. 

I had to do the billing, rent the lot, 
arrange license and do advance without 
expense money or salary from the show. 
That was easy. Always drew enough from 
the grocer and feed man and landlord on 
anI O U to the show to get to the next 
town. In one town I pawned my diamond 
ring to feed the people and stock. 

One thing sure. I stayed with the out- 
fit till it was brought back to head- 
quarters. Would the agents do it today?

No Good Reason for Ban 
Editor The Billboard: : 


The city of New Bedford, Mass., one 
of the best circus towns in the United 
States, is being stirred up over the visit 
of the Walter L. Main Circus on 
Memorial Day. 

Patriotic societies have petitioned city 
council to enact an ordinance prohibit- 
ing the granting of licenses to circuses 
on Memorial Day. As a matter of fact, 
few circuses have been routed thru New 
England for many years in time to pick 
up the holiday date in New Bedford. 

This year the Main Show did not 
wait for the summer visitors on Cape 
Cod and in Southeastern Massachusetts; 
but swept in for a cleanup in the circus- 
hungry cities. New Bedford, as usual, 
turned out en masse and three shows 
were given to take care of the holiday 
crowds. From all accounts the patrons 
were well pleased. Performers visited 
the hospitals in the forenoon and enter- 
tained the shut-ins. The most criticized 
feature, the appearance in the side show 
of the finder of the body of the Lind- 
bergh baby, packed them in. .I regret 
that I was not in New Bedford to wel- 
come my old friend, Fletcher Smith, and 
to renew my happy acquaintance with 
the executives and many friends on the 
show. Circumstances forbade, and I am 
under the necessity of drawing my in- 
formation from the New Bedford daily 
papers. Apparently everybody enjoyed 
the visit of the circus except the Sons of 
Union Veterans of the Civil War, who 
had protested in advance against its ap- 
pearance. 

Now that the incident ought to be for- 
gotten, these veterans’ sons are asking 
the city government for a prohibitory 


‘and he died within a few hours. 


Houghs left The Standard, is supporting 
the movement. Mr. Dunn, the editor, is 
a super-patriot, who has offered his life 
for two nations—his own United States 
and Ireland, the land of his ancestors, 
where he served in the Republican Army 
and was sentenced to death for his ac- 
tivities in behalf of a free Ireland.

Under the heading “Sanctity of Memo- 
rial,” Mr. Dunn printed the following 
editorial after the departure of the cir- 
cus: 


“John A. Hawes Camp No. 35, Sons of 
Union Veterans of the Civil War, took 
excellent action last evening by voting 
to present to the city government a peti- 
tion seeking an ordinance to prohibit 
any presentation of carnivals or circuses 
in New Bedford on Memorial Day or Ar- 
mistice Day. 


“The initial protest of the SUVCW 
against permit for the circus to be shown 
here on Memorial Day was duly registered 
upward of two weeks previous to that 
event and therefore was in ample time 
for the city government to have taken 
action in accord with it and rescinded 
the permit. 


“The city government, for reasons best 
known to itself, failed to take any such 
merited and requested action. 


“There can be no reason whatsoever at 
present for the city government failing 
to act in full accord with the Sons of 
Veterans’ present sturdy petition, offered 
as it is in the bona fide effort to secure 
the future sanctity in New Bedford of 
the two days out of the whole year 
which are devoted to reverend Memorial 
to the deceased Veterans of America’s 
Wars.” 


New Bedford, like all other Massachu- 
setts cities, is pretty well fed up on pro- 
hibition. This anti-circus ordinance, if 
enacted, would be as fruitless as the anti- 
liquor laws which are a dead letter there. 
The citizens of New Bedford can’t be 
compelled by legislation to honor the 
nation’s dead. If they prefer attending 
a circus to the Memorial Day exercises 
law will not be a remedy. 

“But why not both?” I have asked 
Mr. Dunn. “Is Memorial Day more sacred 
than the Lord’s Day?” We go to church 
and then attend a ball game or the 
talkies every Sunday. Circuses must pitch 
their tents somewhere on Memorial Day 
and if they are excluded from New Bed- 
ford the circusgoers of the city will flock 
to the neighboring and more tolerant 
communities where they will spend their 
money.

Data on Famous Minstrels 
Editor The Billboard: 


The writer noticed an inquiry in The 
Billboard of May 14, asking about the 
Jack Haverly’s Minstrels. 


I am a nephew of the late Dan Allman, 
one of the premier end men spoken of, 
along with others whom I remember by 
hearing my uncle mention them. 


Dan Allman was stricken with apo- 
plexy on a boat while his minstrel show 
was returning to Vancouver, B. C., to 
play a date. The blood vessel that burst 
on the brain caused a clot, which was 
removed, but the flow was too great 
Uncle 
Dan died in November, 1902, and was 
brought here for burial. 


The show was perhaps on the road 
in the late 90s. Allman was with this 
show and also the Hi-Henry organiza- 
tion in the 20s. The writer, a younger 
brother and a brother of Dan’s (also my 
uncle) was cn the old Hopkins Circuit 
for some time until my brother in 
walking in his sleep at night fell out 
a two-story window and broke his arm 
and leg. We were then playing Old 
Sportsman Park in St. Louis, Mo., along 
with Dan Allman. Our ages were, Earl, 
7; Lyle, 6, and Floyd, 10. We had a 
trio, “Nonpareil,” and also danced and 
gave a few minutes’ monolog. The sum- 
mer of 1900 we played at the Belleview 
Garden, St. Louis, Mo., the entire season 
with an all-star minstrel cast that in- 
cluded Dan Allman, Carroll Johnson, 
Lew Sully, Arthur Deming, John Gates 
and others that I have forgotten.

Tax Should Not Be Absorbed 
By Shows, Says Charles Hunt 


NEWBURG, N. Y., June 11. — When 
Hunt's Circus was here Wednesday the 
owner, Charles T. Hunt, who is president 
of the Motorized Circus Owners and 
Agents’ Association, stated: “I shall cer- 
tainly recommend to every member of 
our association that the tax which be- 
comes due on June 21 shall be added to 
the price of the ticket and not be ab- 
sorbed by the circus. 

“The circus cannot absorb the tax as 
it has done in the past. It must add 
such tax to the ticket if it is to survive. 
Of course, the exemption of 40 cents will 
assist those circuses which have lowered 
their admission prices, but those of us 
who have maintained that it was better 
business to continue the old scale will 
have to consider the problem of the tax. 
This means the railroad circuses, as well 
as those which are motorized. 

“We worked very hard on behalf of the 
circus, and except for the 40 cents ex- 
emption, we shall have to admit that we 
lost the battle. We were watching the 
situation very closely to ascertain wheth- 
er or not an exemption was granted to 
the legitimate theater. If it had been, 
we would have asked for an exemption 


for the circus. The exemption for the 
legitimate theater was defeated on the 
— floor by a very close vote, 39 to 

“We fought our battle without one 
cent of cost to the circus. All expenses 
were paid by the Legislative Committee 
of the Circus Fans’ Association. In view 
of the fact that the legitimate theater 
sent some $2,400 and the moving picture 
interests many thousands, we feel that 
our record is one of which we may well 
be proud. 


“However, the Federal tax is not the 
only tax danger faced by the circus. 
Every circus man must now realize that 
all the States in the Union will endeavor 
to add other admissions tax for their 
own revenue. While our battle is over 
as far as the Federal tax is concerned, 
we must now watch the sessions of the 
State Legislatures and fight our battle 
over again many times. 

“Massachusetts is expected to vote 
shortly on a 10 per cent tax, and New 
Jersey is considering a 3 per cent meas- 
ure. 

“As president of our association I want 
to thank all of the members who so

And for 
this reason operators of tanks are urged 
to get together with one another at once 
on a sincere co-operative drive for the 
betterment of the industry. 

Membership to the National Associa- 
tion of Pools and Beaches has its merits, 
but of more value right now is the 
formation of local pool groups. Tie up 
with the other pools in your vicinity to 
iron out local troubles. It’s an old but 
true saying that in unity there is 
strength. 

The most powerful local pool organiza- 
tion is probably the Utah Swimming 
Association. The New York Pool Owners’ 
Association, with C. H. Potter, of Miramar 
Pool, New York, as secretary, showed 
signs of real strength at its meeting 
June 7 when it decided to do something 
to stop the raging price-cutting war. 


Don’t try to do things by yourself. 
Co-operate, but do it with common sense. 
For joining with a pool 10,000 miles 
away can’t bring you the same results 
concentrated local organization will.

Credits Again Dangerous 


Credits are again dangerous in the 
State of Pennsylvania. A recent decision 
in the U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Third Circuit, decided in the case of 
Yates-American Machine Company vs. 
W. U. Jury, 56 F3d 831, that wood- 
working machinery, consisting of lathes, 
planers, etc., delivered in Pennsylvania 
under conditional sale contract became 
fixtures on real estate, whether actually 
attached thereto or not, because same 
were essential for the operation of this 
planing-mill business. The contracts had 
been. duly filed as for property which 
does not become realty or only slightly 
so, but not as for property which became 
a part thereof. This decision establishes 
a precedent dangerous to all conditional 
sale venders in Pennsylvania, for attach- 
ment to real estate is no longer the 
guide. Equipment essential to the 
operation of the business located on the 
realty has been substituted in bank- 
ruptcy proceedings. Why should not 
such a rule when extended include type- 
writers and adding machines in Offices, 
or scales, counters and refrigerators in a 
grocery or meat market, or Coasters, 
Merry-Go-Rounds and other riding de- 
vices in amusement parks? The attorney 
for Yates-American Machine Company 
has* advised it to appeal to United 
States Supreme Court so that a definite 
rule may be established. This is going 
to cost a great deal of money and all 
venders on conditional sales in Penn- 
sylvania are going to be vitally interested 
and should make some contribution 
toward this important case and get in 
touch with F. W. Bassett, of Yates- 
American Machine Company, Beloit, Wis., 
and at least give them moral support 
and, it is hoped, some financial support. 
If this decision stands other States 
might copy it and then you will have 
some difficulty in selling property for 
anything but cash. 


Kerr Acting Director 


M. P. Kerr has become acting director 
of concessions for A Century of Progress 
Exposition at Chicago. The exposition 
will permit, as we understand it, the 
operation of devices without charge until 
the local expenditures have been earned. 
Then after that 50 per cent of the net. 
The local costs will have to be agreed 
upon in each imstance and also the 
method of arriving at the net will have 
to be determined for each device, and 
therefore is a special arrangement be- 
tween the ride owner and the operators 
of the exposition. 


Summer Operation Permitted

tion to our negotiations until it was 
learned that.our division would not 
take over the amusement center at the 


exposition. When released of his promise 
to us he proceeded to negotiate his own 
contract and should be commended for 
his loyalty to the division.

At York, Pa. 


$50,000 will be spent by 


association—more capacity 
for running horses 


YORK, Pa., June 11.—Plans have been 
prepared by an architect for improve- 
ments to the York fairgrounds, which 
will cost the York County Agricultural 
Society $50,000. These improvements, 
mostly along Carlisle avenue, will con- 
form with the widening of that avenue 
to a width of 44 feet from curb to curb 
by the State and city highway depart- 
ments, which improvement will cost an 
additional $50,000. 

The society, in addition to the cost in 
cash, will donate to the State a strip of 
land 10 feet wide, parallel to the high- 
way to be widened and running its 
length. 

These will be the improvements by 
the society: 

Inlet and outlet gates on Carlisle ave- 
nue facing Maryland avenue and to be 
known as the “Maryland avenue en- 
trance.” 

A plaza, concrete laid and flanked with 
wrought-iron fence and brick pyJons, 
marble trimmed and capped, to form an 
approach to the Carlisle avenue box of- 
fices and turnstiles. The depth of this 
plaza is to be 50 feet and the whole to 
be provided with ornamental iron stand- 


ards at the curb to support floodlights. 


Brick barn for running horses, with 
stall capacity to house 100 horses, roof 
to extend 10 feet from perimeter to af- 
ford shelter for a walk around for cool- 
ing horses. 

Extensions to barns A and B, each ex- 
tension to contain 25 stalls. 


Five hundred feet of ornamental iron 
fence along Carlisle avenue. 


One thousand feet of cement walk 
outside the fairground along Carlisle 
avenue. 


The Maryland avenue entrance will 
have three ornamental iron gates flanked 
with brick pylons, marble trimmed and 
capped and with brick wing walls, the 
main gate to have a central ornamental 
iron standard surmounted by an iron 
bracket to hold an electric lantern. The 
central gate will have an iron-grilled 


arch in which will be wrought in metal ° 


letters the name “York Fair.” Iron gates 
and fences will harmonize with those of 
Market street, Richland avenue and 
others. <3 


To make room for the highway im- 
provement, the society will have to tear 
down stabling of 30 stalls. The new 
running horse barn and the extensions 
to barns A and B will give the fairground 
150 additional stalls, making the total 
number at the society's half-mile track 
475, which capacity will be needed to 
meet the great growth of entries in the 
racing department of the fair in late 
years. 

These several improvements were de- 
vised and recommended to the managers 
of the society by the committee on build- 
ings and grounds, which is composed of 
the secretary, John H. Rutter, who is the 
chairman; Samuel S. Lewis, the society’s 
president, who is secretary of the State 
highway department of Pennsylvania; 
Herbert D. Smyser,vice-president and rac- 
ing secretary of the society. These three 
managers will closely supervise the con- 
struction of the improvements. 

After the next York Fair the improve- 
ments of fences and walks will be ex- 
tended along Carlisle avenue. This can- 
not be done before the fair, as it would 
require the moving of stables which will 
be needed. 

The plans will come before the soci- 
ety’s board of managers at their June 
meeting and will undoubtedly be ap- 
proved finally, as the improvements were 
authorized at a previous meeting. 

It has been the policy of the fair asso- 
ciation to make some improvements each 
year. To date the concession manager 
has more space sold than he had dis- 
posed of at the same time last year.

Summer Fair Spots 


ST. JOHN, N. B., June 11.—There are 
two factors which enable promoters of 
indoor fairs to keep in action all year 
in Eastern Canada. One is that nights 
are usually chilly, with lack of humidity, 
and indoor gatherings are not unpopular 
during summer.

Pomona Plans 
Big Progress 


Grand stand will cost 
$204,000—demand grows 
for space and facilities 


POMONA, Calif., June 11.—With con- 
struction of a great new steel and con- 
crete grand stand well under way and 
with preparations completed for erection 
of a hundred or more additional horse 
stalls and cattle pens and numerous 
other changes and additions, 11th an- 
nual Los Angeles County Fair plans are 
getting away to a flying start. Grounds 
present a scene of such activity as to 
lead one to imagine that the fair is 
actually in progress. Dates are Septem- 
ber 16-25. 

New grand stand, recently voted by 
the county board of supervisors, will cost 
$204,000 and will be finished in time for 
the big harvest festival next fall. It 
will have a seating capacity of 10,000 
and will provide four large display rooms 
under the seats. With the new stand, 
Secretary-Manager C. B. Afflerbaugh 
feels the greatest need of the grounds 
will have been met, for during recent 
years it has been necessary to turn 
thousands away from the old grand 
stand because of limited capacity. 

Ink was scarcely dry on the contract 
of the successful bidder before work of 
demolishing the old frame stand was 
under way. A hundred men were tearing 
out seats and supports. The rambling 
structure was cut into four sections, 
cables were attached to these and with 
aid of powerful trucks they were pulled 
over where they could be more eagily 
torn apart. In less than a week every 
vestige of the structure had disappeared 
and steam shovels were at work trench- 
pe for foundations of the new build- 
ng. 

Concrete work is to be finished by 
August 20 and the structure turned over 
to the county by September 3. With 
exception of the State Pair at Sacra- 
mento and possibly one or two small 
district fairs, Los Angeles County Fair 
will be the only event of the kind in 
California next fall. Every effort will be 
made to meet the rapidly growing de- 
mands for space and facilities. Last fall 
the event showed a gratifying profit 
and gain in attendance. 


No Fair at Amherst, N. S,

Two 
committees function in the direction of 
this fair, one representing the town of 
Amherst and county of Cumberland, and 


Both committees meeting 
separately have voted not to accept the 
50 per cent cut in the $5,000 grant. The 
usual Maritime Winter Fair dates are in 
November.

The second week of the Ohio Short 
Ship Circuit at Bellefontaine was pro- 
ductive of three really outstanding days 
of racing. Racing that at all times bor- 
dered on the sensational, perfect weather 
and a splendid patronage each of the 
three afternoons, all contributed to make 
the meeting a big success, and to top it 
off in fine manner it was a fine financial 
success. 

Big fields turned for the word in every 
race at the Ohio point, the average being 
over 10 horses to a race. With two meet- 
ings in the circuit chain now over, a 
pretty good indication can be obtained 
on just what the coming eight weeks 
thru the circuit wiH be, and the harness 
horse season in general. It can be said 
that both the Urbana and Bellefontaine 
meetings were far beyond the fondest 
expectations of all. Current “depression 
talk” previous to the opening was to the 
effect that the meetings this year would 
be pretty tame—but they have been just 
the opposite—in fact, they have been 
“tog tough and exciting” for some of the 
boys. Attendance has shown a hig in- 
crease over that of last year, whif® the 
speculation end has held up decidedly 
well, being the equal of that.a year ago. 
All in all it looks like a great year for 
the Ohio Circuit and the trotter in all 
points. 


Still Holds Front Picture 


The Ohio Circuit still holds the front 
picture in the trotting world, for the Bay 
State Circuit of New England will not 
get off to its inaugural this week as 
planned at Topsfield, Mass. The word is 
that the horsemen themselves boycotted 
the opening meeting there, and that only 
four prominent stables were on hand. 

Several new stars appeared at the 
Bellefontaine meeting. Harry McKay, the 
Milwaukee trainer, showed a shifty pacer 
in Lee Storm, 2:0714, winner of the 14 
pace there. He made Guy the Tramp go 
in 2:06% in the third heat at Urbana, 
and from now on will be a tough cus- 
tomer to deal with. Phil Greeno, the 
Wilmington (O.) trainer, showed up a 
well-liked four-year-old in Wayne Frisco, 
3, 2:12%4, who after~his victory on the 
opening day had the “ivory hunters” 
calling om him for the balance of the 
meeting, and undoubtedly he shortly will 
pass into another stable. Doc Parshall, 
the Urbana (O.) trainer, is getting a big 
lead on his fellow trainers for race-win- 
ning honors for the year. He added two 
more victories at Bellefontaine to make 
his score for the first two weeks seven. 
Probably ‘the most improved pacer seen 
this year is Hal Abbe, 4, 2:07%, from the 
Parshall stable, and incidentally one of 
the few horses to repeat the past week 
with another winning effort. 


The big upset at the second meeting 
came in the 15 trot, when Jay Douglas 
brought Senator McKlyo, 2:06%4, home in 
front after a desperate four-heat battle. 
Lindy D copped the first mile in 2:06%. 
Douglas landed the second in 2:08%; 
Sunny, a top-heavy favorite on his spar- 
kling victory at Urbana, took the third 
mile in 2:07, and then Douglas brought 
his gelding home in the extra trip in 
2:09, the race one of the greatest June 
trotting duels ever seen over a half-mile 
track. The Senator is owned by Dr. E.P. 
Clement, of Elyria, O., and looks to be 
in for a big year. 


Grand Circuit Opens June 27 


The North Randall track at Cleveland 
is beginning to take on the appearance 
of a race meeting as the important stables 
begin to arrive for the opening of 
the Grand Circuit season on the 27th. 
A visit there the past Friday found Vic 
Fieming, of Syracuse; Earl Pitman, of 
Trenton, N. J.; Joe Mott, of Wilmington, 
Del.; Will Caton, of Syracuse, and others 
recent arrivals. The railbirds there are 
high on the stables cf Caton and Flem- 
ing, both appearing to be the greatest 
that these two outstanding trainers have 
ever had. We had the pleasure of seeing 
Caton turn in the fastest mile yet trotted 
this year when he set The Marchioness, 
2, 2:04, down for a mile in 2:04 Friday 
morning, half in 1:014%. The noted filly 
is in grand order, and it is our opinion 
that she is the one that will cop top 
honors in the three-year-old division 
down the Big Line. 

Jake Rodman showed the railbirds a 
glib-going pacer when he let Rose Marie 
Abbe, 3, 2.0314, owned by E. A. Bostain, 
of Chattanooga, down for a mile in 2:05, 
half in 1:00%, and those who have seen 


her work lately say that she is headed 
for big honors this year. Another nice 
mile there was that by Audrey, 4. 2:0534, 
with her owner, George H. Tipling, of 
Cleveland, behind her—she worked in 
709, half in 1:01, quarter in :30, and is 
lated to turn for the word in the $3,000 
Tavern Stake, one of the feature events 
of the first wees of the Grand Circuit 
opening. 

The star of the Pitman stable is May E. 
Grattan, 1:591%4, the pacing queen owned 
by John C. Thompson, of New York City. 
She is present favorite for the free-for- 
ell features on the Big Line, and if noth. 
ing goes amiss, she is just about due to 
knock most of them off. Doc Parshall 
has shipped 23 members of his big stable 
to Randall to put on the finishing touches 
for the big opening, with Ankabar, 2:0214, 
the favorite of the group, in grand order. 


Night Racing at Mansfield 


The outlook is for a big meeting this 
week at Mansfield, where the Ohio Circuit 
will stage the first night racing of the 
new season. Mansfield has always been 
noted for its race meetings, and President 
Roy R. Colwell is anticipating the best 
yet. Elyria follows next week, and Dr. 
E. P. Clement and his associates there 
will stage a splendid four-day program, 
opening on Monday. 

Tommy Berry, head of the Hanover 
Shoe Farm stable, put on an interesting 
speed exhibition at the home plant at 
Hanover, Pa., recently, when he marked 
no less than 10 of his younger horses in 
2:10 or better. with some 20 receiving 
standard records. Berry will shortly ship 
to the Randall track, and interest will 
center around Calumet Chuck, 2, 2:04, 
the $19,500 candidate for three-year-old 
trotting honors this year. He is reported 
to be coming to hand in fine manner-- 
but he and all the rest will have to come 
to hand good if they are to head Caton’s 
Marchioness, who we believe right now is 
capable of trotting a mile as good as 2:02 
if not a tick or two better. The futurity 
events this year, for both two and three- 
year-olds, should be the greatest on 
record, with it quite possible that all 
records for the juniors will be swept aside 
before Lexington is reached in September. 


Century of Progress Briefs 


CHICAGO, June 11—Dr. F. R. Moul- 
ton, director of concessions of A Century 
of Progress, has been a patient at an 
Evanston hospital, it was disclosed early 
this week. In a statement issued Tues- 
day it was said he was at the hospital 
chiefly for a rest and was rapidly re- 
covering his health. Dr. Moulton, who 
is 60, was formerly head of thé astron- 
omy department of the University of 
Chicago.

Gang Being Held for Grand J ury 


For Extortions 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., June 10. — 
Racketeer mobs which have made car- 
nival organizations and independent 
concessioners their victims in recent 
months were believed to have been 
tracked down here in four alleged leaders 
of big-scale extortions. District Court 
Judge Heady held them in bonds of 
$20,000 each for the Grand Jury. Two 
are charged with conspiracy, other duo 
with attempted extortion. 

Among those claimed to have been 
victims are Jack Wilson Alexander and 
Mr. and Mrs. Ralph Decker, Alexander a 
concessioner, Decker operator of a show 
bearing his name and playing in New 
England spots. They are being held as 
material witnesses in bonds of $2,500 
each, to be called upon if case goes to 
Superior Court. 

Ten others, claimed accomplices of the 
quartet, were cleared. Five, residing in 
Hartford and New York, promised to 
evacuate this city forevermore; other 
quintet, locals, swore good behavior. One 
of them was at Sing Sing for five years 
on a safe-blowing job and served 10 
years in Iliinois Siate Penitentiary for

racketeers who were held for the 
Grand Jury on Monday in Springfield, 
Mass., are believed to be part of the 
identical mob which operated at the 
Danbury (Conn.) Fair and the Trenton 
(N. J.) Fair last fall. State troopers at 
Trenton were on the alert when a report 
floated around the grounds that a shake- 
down aimed at one of the concessioners 
was imminent. No such extortion was 
reported officially, however, altho there 
were unofficial rumors of a payoff. 

Whether there was any actual victim- 
izing at Danbury was not known either, 
altho concessioners reached here for in- 
formation in that connection and who 
operated at the Connecticut spot last 
fall stated there was a general alarm 
about it. 

Appears that the racketeers maneuver 
on the theory that deliberate alarms 
throw patrons, officials and concessioners 
into a state of confusion, thus working 
to the advantage of the plotters. This 
strategy, which is pretty ingeniously 
worked out, generally makes intended 
victims so fearful that their mental state 
is considerably impaired and their re- 
sistance lowered. This may appear on 
the surface as lopsided psychology, but 
knowing observers attest that it isn’t 
exaggerated.

CINCINNATI, June 10.—Report comes 
from Syracuse, N. Y., that a “gang of 
rowdies” created a disturbance on the 
midway of a carnival playing Star Park 
Wednesday night. Along with the re- 
port was a “clipping” from The Syra- 
cuse Journal, June 9, excerpts from 
which follow: 


“A police roundup of hoodlums who 
caused a near panic at a carnival in 
Star Park last night, endangering the 
lives of scores of men, women and chil- 
dren attending the show, was ordered to- 
day. 

“The ruffians charged into a group 
of people leaning against a flimsy fence 
watching poisonous snakes in a pit and 
in the melee which followed the fence 
nearly collapsed. Report of the 
affair made to police by Thomas Hoctor, 
manager of the carnival, said the ruf- 
fians entered the grounds by attacking 
the ticket seller, charging into a line of 
people waiting to enter and grabbing 
tickets and money from the seller’s 
booth. Once inside the group, the hood- 
lums ran wild, knocking people down 
as they shouldered their way thru groups 
of spectators and finally climaxing the 
disturbance in the tent where the snakes 
were being exhibited. One boy’ was 
knocked unconscious when he _ was 
thrown against a fence, but was revived 
by witnesses. He suffered only minor 
bruises. Detectives say they have 
identified ringleaders of the ruffians as 
West Side youths and expect to make 
arrests without delay.”

Meeting the Times 


By HI TOM LONG———— 


Many carnival people, executives and 
other attaches would like to have their 
lives and conditions about them changed 
according to their own desires. And yet 
we all know or should know that such 
is impossible! If we could order our 
own lives then the conditions about us 
would take care of themselves. Meeting 
things or conditions as they are in the 
most courageous manner of which we 
are capable is what gives to us all the 
characteristics possessed by the tried 
and true showman. 

To meet things as they come, which 
has heretofore been practiced by some of 
the most eminent carnival managers, is 
or has been the prime cause of their 
success. Managers in that category have 
long since learned to dissolve their con- 
ceit, smother their vainglory and elimi- 
nate the poisonous darts of envy that 
deal such dangerous wounds in the 
hearts of many showmen. 

The showman's life starts anew, afresh 
each day for he or she who is endowed 
with spirit and confidence. To the 
showman who has been and is successful 
nothing thrills him more than the 
knowledge that he has been able to 
evolve a worth-while organization from 
the many problems which each day 
seems to bring forth. 

Meeting things as they are is not only 
the natural process but one that we 
couldn't change if we would. And the 
things which he cannot change—depres- 
sion for instance—he had better accept 
as quickly as possible and start renewed 
zest. 

Experience teaches that it is a good 
thing we do not know what is going to 
happen on the morrow. We can only 
surmise, yet one should be able, yea, 
ready to cope with conditions as they 
may arise. If one knew what is to be on 
the morrow, I fear that knowledge would 
spoil the day in advance. 

And if good things should come to 
pass, we are more inspired to do higger 
and better things. The gospel of ac- 
ceptance is a wonderful gospel. And 
showmen practice and preach it more 
than do the members of any other pro- 
fession. It keeps the machinery of the 
showman’s life so intact and so well 
oiled! 


The great trouble with most showmen 
is that they fear to face things and 
conditions as they are. But to those who 
have adopted the acceptance plan their 
fears have melted away and they smile, 
sometimes even in the face of adversity. 
It’s fine to smile thru a tough situation, 
but that is not enough. One must plan, 
fight and think thru that situation, be 
it ever so complicated. 


They say “necessity is the mother of 
invention.” Well, I will go beyond that 
Statement and say that necessity and 
emergency become the inspirers of all 
creative and useful achievement and 
happiness, and prosperity thrown in. I 
wonder how many master minds of 
carnivaldom have been inspired enough 
during the past winter to have created 
something entirely new to offer the 
amusement-loving public. My advice to 
all] showmen is to make earnest effort 
to cope with all existing conditions, and 
as there are sO many moratoriums being 
placed into usage at present, I would 
suggest that all showmen place a “mora- 
torium” on wild talk. Everyone is “sick 
and tired” of hearing the same old 
lamentations, the same old mournful 
tongue-wagging. Admittedly, the truth 
of the matter is that, altho things have 
been bad enough for the showmen, they 
haven't been nearly as bad as they might 
have been. So get together—declare a 
moratorium. I refer to a moratorium on 
pessimistic depression talk and meet the 
times as they are.

Worked a doorway across the 
street from the dime stores in Newburg 
for three days, then at 2 o’clock Satur- 
day afternoon, just when the tips were 
large and spending, three merchants 
visited the law and insisted on the 
transient merchants’ ordinance being en- 
forced. The police tried to stall for me 
because I paid rent for the place, but 
to no avail. The law is aces up in this 
section, but the small merchants and 
their Chambers of Commerce force the 
police hand whenever possible.

JOE GARFINKEL, who makes them 
say they are satisfied, tells of conditions 
on the Pacific Coast in this chat from 
Los Angeles: “For a while this City of 
Filmy Stars was the mecca for some of 
the finest talent of legit jamdom. There 
were enough advertising specialists here 
to drain the pockets of the population 
in one week. However, due to depres- 


sion and 700 other alibis, the boys just 
barely existed, which seems to be the 
general situation the world over. Buf 
while it lasted we had a good time.

She never failed to visit 
the show lot when she found a carnival 
in the town in which she happened to 
be working. The carnival men invariably 
gave the widow a hearty welcome and 
entertained her and she was happiest 
when among carnival folks, Most of the 
last winter she spent in hospitals, hav- 
ing developed asthma and heart trouble, 
which complication caused her death at 
the Home Hospital, Orlando, Fla. Dur- 
ing her long illness she was financially 
assisted by many of the old friends of 
her late husband. 


“T’VE BEEN CELEBRATING my umpty- 
first birthday anniversary,” Jack W. 
Thomas pipes from Moundsville, W. Va., 
“by driving over one darn mountain after 
another. I mean trying to drive one 
salesman after another. If this State 
were flattened out it would be larger than 
Texas.

The citizen who showed me the 
garage took a board from the room 
where the bloody deeds were done and 
sawed it up so that I would have sou- 
venirs to take home. When I came to 
Moundsville they took me to the place 
that houses the neck-stretching machine 
which ended Powers’ career.” 


NEWCOMERS in the pitch game have 
a defender in the person of G. H. Hall, 
an oldtimer, who pipes from Portland. 
Me.: “I have been reading what they had 
to say about the med pitchmen in New 
York and the complaints about stu. 
dents breaking into the game. I 
wonder if the complainants think they 
control the business. I wonder if at 
some time they were not students, too. 
I have been in the med business 27 
years and you hear no complaint from 
me about the Johnny-come-latelies. I 
took a trip to New York last winter and 
heard all of the high-powered pitchmen 
work. I was in every pitch store in New 
York. Except for a few workers, you 
can tell those old boys they are all 
students and have a lot to learn before 
they own their own business and get in 
the money. All I heard them talk about 
was sex, trying to sell med on a sex 
lecture. The small passouts told the tale 
of the actual value of their talks. I sell 
medicine and talk about the medicine I 
am selling. Any of the boys who have 
seen my store here in Portland will tell 
you I have made a success of it. I have 
been here at the same address 27 years. 
On my way to New York I stopped over 
in Hartford, Conn., and heard a med 
pitchman talk on symptoms. He had a 
nice passout, the best I saw. Coming 
back I stopped in Worcester, Mass., and 
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saw the same man working. I did not 
ask his name. He was the best worker I 
saw and his passouts were always good. 
I talked to the man who had the store 
and found that there was a little 
jealousy among the workers there. Even 
a lady worker, working snakes and selling 
oil, was sore at him. The reason was 
that he was having bigger sales than 
they were making. Reminded me of a 
bunch of children. Never complain when 
a man is getting good sales. If he is a 
good worker and a clean worker learn 
from him. We need such men in the 
business.” 


DOC FLOYD R. JOHNSTONE pipes 
from St. Louis: “Well, I gave Detroit the 
air and will let the homeguards carry on 
to the end there. Drove in to the Windy 
City, but only found a few homeguards 
there, so I traveled on to St. Louis and 
did find some of the boys here, including 
the usual homeguards. Doc Duncan, of 
La Fayette, Ind., has a real location here 
in the heart of St. Louis on Olive street 
and is going over great with seeds. His 
wife handles the counter. Other workers 
in the store are Doc La Rose, with books, 
and Jack Sluce, with exercizers, both 
doing good. It is a good combination. 
Doc Duncon is a real pitchman and 
certainly knows how to deliver his stuff. 
But then he has had a world of experi- 
ence and knows how. Doc Sage is here 
and seems to be enjoying life. Judging 
from, appearances, he has plenty in the 
sock. Doc Caruthers is still working 
tonic in the local drug stores. Carl 
Kruger is remodeling his Oriental lab 
and is planning on hitting the road very 
shortly. Carl says his mail orders are 
holding up fine. I had a line from Ed 
Mathews in Amarillo, Tex. He said he is 
heading for the great Northwest. Oh, 
well, he may as well worry out there as 
any place else. At least he will have a 
nice long ride and see plenty of scenery. 
Can people digest scenery? As for my- 
self you ask me where I am going and 
the answer is, I am still trying to figure 
it out.”

Long live the Palace! Changing its policy 
after being a “flesh” landmark for many, 
many years, the Hipp, from present indi- 
cations, probably will never again return 
to stage shows. And it’s something to be 
mourned about when one thinks back to 
the days of the Charles Dillingham-R. 
H, Burnside spectacles. 
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WEEK or two before the appearance 
of the Walter L. Main Circus (now 
using Cody Ranch Wild West as its 
principal title) in New Bedford, Mass., 
Decoration Day, John A. Hawes Camp 
No. 35, Sons of Union Veterans of the 
Civil War, made a protest to the city 
government against the show and 
wanted the permit rescinded, because the 
Sons of the Veterans didn't think it was 
proper to have circuses and carnivals 
appear there on Memorial Day. The city 
government failed to take the action re- 
quested and after the circus left town 
The New Bedford Times published an 
editorial upholding the Sons of the 
Veterans for voting to present to the 
government a petition seeking an or- 
dinance to prohibit such performances 
not only on Memorial Day, but Armistice 
Day as well in the future. The case is 
fully detailed in “The Forum” page of 
this issue by George A. Hough, who also 
voices his vpposition to the stand taken 
by The New Bedford Times and in a 
broad-minded way. 

To me the situation is just the way 
Mr. Hough sizes it up: “The citizens,” 
he says, ‘can’t be compelled by legisla- 
tion to honor the nation’s dead. If they 
prefer attending a circus to the Memorial 
Day exercises law will not be a remedy.” 


And again, as Mr. Hough points aut, 
why stop tented organizations when the 
baseball games and movies are per- 
mitted? ; 

Mr. Hough also had a similar letter 
published in The New Bedford Times 
and this was followed by an editor’s 
note, which read in part: “It would not 
be thought well for a circus to operate 
in our city on a Sunday. Neither should 
it be considered appropriate on either of 
the two days in the whole year devoted 
to Memorial for Veteran Dead. The 
money spent by audiences witnessing 
circuses, carnivals and similar traveling 
performances notoriously does not stay 
in the community where such show is 
established.” 

The New Bedford Times editor might 
think it is not well for a circus to oper- 
ate on a Sunday, but do all the citizens 
ot New Bedford feel that way? The same 
question could be asked in the case of 
Memorial Day. The fact that the circus 
had to give three performances on 
Memorial Day to accommodate the 
crowds should be convincing evidence 
that there is no objection on the part of 
these fans to the appearance of a show 
on this day. If all the New Bedford 
citizens felt the same as the newspaper 
editor there would be no occasion for 
an effort to have an ordinance passed 
prohibiting circuses and carnivals on 
Decoration Day. The shows would stay 
away of their own accord if there was 
not sufficient business to be had. 

The newspaper editor also springs that 
old cry that money spent at circuses, 
carnivals and other traveling shows does 
not stay in the community. Of course 
all of it doesn’t, but a large portion does. 
And there are numerous instances where 
more money is spent than taken in. 
Circus and carnival people must eat, buy 
clothes and have amusement other than 
the kind they offer and there is plenty 
of money expended for these things in 
the various cities and towns visited. 

And what about the money that goes 
out of town for meats and the like, not 
to forget “canned” entertainment?

All the performers, musicians, side 
show and others engaged for John Robin- 
son’s World’s Exposition were called to 
report in Cincinnati April 6 for rehearsal] 
and preparation to begin the 1882 season 
on April 8. Among those under contract 
notified to report for rehearsal were Dan 
Rice as ringmaster, Emma Lake, Minnie 
Marks, Mme. Scotty, Robert Stickney, C. 
Stickney, George Holland, James Shultz, 
William Ash, John Lowlow, Alfredo 
Brothers and Stiffney Brothers. Cold and 
rain was experienced thru the entire 
week ending April 15, which was played 
on the Lincoln street lot, and to only 
fair business. First stand out of Cincin. 
nati was Hamilton, April 17. 

Two months of the season was the 
gradual move westward, with the average 
routine of fair, good and big days. Middle 
of June brought them into the mining 
towns cf Colorado; Gunnison was then a 
very prosperous camp; it was played two 
days, June 19 and 20; Salida 21, Colorado 
Springs 22. The advertising crew claimed 
the recerd of having posted a double- 
deck stand of John Robinson’s posters at 
the highest altitude ever reached with 
circus paper, 12,800 feet above sea leve!, 
in Marshall's Pass, between Gunnison 
and Salida. Business in the new towns 
of growing West was excellent; in many 
stands capacity and turnaways 


The Robinson agents had early in the 
season mapped out an itinerary for a 
tour thru to the Coast. By liberal de- 
posits on the transportation contracts, 
an exclusive over the Union Pacific and 
Central Pacific railroads going out to the 
Coast, and the Atchison, Topeka and 
Santa Fe returning, it was understood 
that the Robinson route was fully pro- 
tected against opposition from other rail- 
road circuses until after the itinerary 
was complete. From July 3 to 24 in- 
clusive they exhibited in Laramie, Wyo.; 
Rawlins, Rock Springs, Evanston, Coal- 
ville, Utan; Ogden, Nephi, Payson, Provo, 
American Fork, Salt Lake City (two days), 
Corinne, and Elko, Nev.; Winnemucca, 
Reno, Carson City, Virginia City, and 
Truckee, Calif. Red Bluff, Chico, Oroville, 
Marysville, Dixon, Calistoga and two days 
in Sacramento were played during first 
half of August. 


Archie Campbell, who had been a 
clown with the John Robinson shows 
from 1854 to 1882, except three years’ 
service in the Union Army during the 
Civil War, died at Redding, Calif., on 
July 30, of consumption. The sorrow of 
the entire company was expressed in 
resolutions sent to Cincinnati and New 
York newspapers for publication. San 
Francisco welcomed the Robinson show 
with excellent business thru an engage- 
ment which ended September 2. Emma 
Lake closed at Frisco and went home to 
Cincinnati for a rest. The return east 
included many of the best circus towns 
cf Kansas, Missouri and Illinois. Dan S. 
Vernon as general agent and railroad 
contractor, George W. Aiken in charge of 
advertising cars, and John J. Foster as 
press agent had been prominently identi- 
fied with the routing, advertising and 
elimination of West Coast competition, 
and were very jubilant as the season 
neared its close over the long and profit- 
able tour. 


With a late October closing the show 
went into its Cincinnati home. John 
Foster went out immediately in an Offi- 
cial capacity with the Tom Thumb Com. 
bination. . Others of the business staff 
began preparations for the ensuing year, 
which it is here appropriate to remind 
The Billboard readers, was to be the 59th 
consecutive year of the John Robinson 
name before the American public. It is 
of special historic interest in reviewing 
circus operations of 50 years ago to re- 
mind this generation that in 1882 the 
John Robinson Circus had already been 
exhibiting annually for more than a half 
century; the ownership and management 
had passed to the second generation. 
John F. Robinson as owner and man- 
ager, and Gil Robinson as superintend- 
ent, were sons of the famous organizer 
of the show, who began his ownership 
career in 1824. Many stars of the circus 
profession began their labors as a per- 
former, or had. early engagements with 
John Robinson. In 1870 Johnny Wilson, 
Frank A. Robbins, Mon. Franconi and 
Louis Willis, the colored boy, were fea- 
tured riders. Jerome Tuttle, Billy Carroll 
and Frank Gardner were star leapers over 
the horses and elephants. The Holland 
boys did their trapeze acts and the clown 
specialties were by John Lowlow and 
Archie Campbell. Today, John Robinson, 
of the fourth generation, owns the star 
troupe of performing elephants of the 
20th Century.

to a request of a minority that time be 
allowed for the legal department to sub- 
mit an opinion as to whether the law 
may be construed so stringently as to 
be used as a club in the hands of au- 
thorities. Proponents of the move to 
rescind the present anti-picketing or- 
dinance alleged that the existing measure 
is too drastic, that it places undue powers 
with the police departments, that it re- 
flects unfairly on legitimate trade unions 
and makes the suppression of radicalism 
more difficult. 

An ordinance aimed at the recent bomb 
attacks was intreduced, making it unlaw- 
ful to throw or deposit such a bottle or to 
have one in possession. Another ordinance 
prohibits “throwing or depositing” of 
reptiles, rodents, animals or insects on 
the property of another or to have such 
things in possession for this purpose. 
This recalls an experience in Kokomo 
when three snakes were freed in a thea- 
ter where labor troubles were rife. Im- 
prisonment for not more than six months 
and fines from $300 to $1,000 are penalties 
for violation. 

Labor leaders declared that “no local 
union was responsible for the planting 
of those stench bottles in the Indiana 
theater. That is the last thing any of 
them do at a time like this‘and someone 
pulled a boner when he did it.”

insky was already noted for his ability to gather publicity and 
attention for his house, and often stated he was bringing Fifth and Park 
avenue trade to Second avenue. In 1922 he took over the Park Theater 
in Columbus Circle and played burlesque there for a season. The fol- 
lowing year he took over the Apollo, formerly Hurtig & Seamon’s, an 
125th street. Thruout these venture his brothers aided materially in 
producing and managing the different houses. So, on February 12, 1931, 
Minsky invaded the Times Square section of the city, leasing the Re- 
public Theater on 42d street. This was an immediate success, and last 
August the Central was added to the midtown holdings. 

The Republic, along with other burly spots, came in for censure on 
the part of merchants’ associations, but Billy Minsky maintained that 
his house was attracting society folk, from Otto Kahn down. His pen- 
chant for inventing trick titles for his show was another feat that brought 
the Republic city-wide attention, and he was generally credited with 
having definitely revived burlesque, considered more or less a decadent 
institution. 

Survivors are his widow, Mary, and a son, Irving Benjamin; his 
father, Louis, a former city alderman and builder; three brothers— 
Herbert, who is now heading the Minsky organization; Abraham and 
Morton—and two sisters, Mrs. Isabelle Mendelsohn and Mrs. Rose Radin.

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Slot Machines Legal in Canada; 


Vancouver Ordinance Repealed 


VANCOUVER, B. C., June 11.—Follow- 
ing the May decision of the Supreme 
Court of Canada that slot machines are 
legal, the Vancouver City Council decided 
Thursday to repeal the by-law prohibit- 
ing the operation of such devices. It is 
Council’s intention, however, to apply to 
the Legislative Assembly of British Colum. 
bia for power to amend the city charter 
to enable it to regulate and discriminate 
between the various coin and slot-ma- 
chine devices. 


City Solicitor J. B. Williams stated that 
the city’s action at the moment was ultra 
vires—that it could take no action until 
it has secured power from the legislature. 

The Dominion Specialty Company of 
Vancouver, which operates for the most 
part the slot-machine business in this 
city and the lower mainland, has been re. 
sponsible for carrying to a test litigation 
to the Supreme Court of Canada to ob- 
tain this decision, thus clearing the air 
for the coin-machine business thruout 
the Dominion. 


HAT might be called a doubling up 
on the playing field is a move- 
ment now getting under way in 
the designing of new machines. It is an 
expression of the competitive spirit to 
give the player more for his money. The 


first move in this direction was to pro- 
vide seven balls for one cent instead of 
five balls. Some manufacturers stood 
out against this step because, they ar- 
gued, increasing the number of balls 
increases the length of time required to 
complete a game and hence lessens the 
number of coins taken in. Whatever be 
the logic of this argument, operators in 
many sections now are asking for games 
that offer 10 balls for a penny. It goes 
without saying that the point of compe- 
tition now is to give the player most for 
his money, and new machines will indi- 
cate that effort. 

The game OK, made by Genco, Inc., 
is one of the newest machines to pro- 
vide a doubling up of playing interest on 
the game field. It has a regular pin 
game board, and then to put added inter- 
est into the game a tubular speedway in 
the form of a circle is attached at the 
upper half of the playing board. The ball 
when put into play makes from one to 
three loop-the-loops around this circular 
path, according to the force applied by 
the player, and then drops onto the 
board to roll down among the pins and 
finally score. The idea is to provide a 
regular pin game anq at the same time

eburg’s Gold Coast was an earlier 
move to double the playing interest by 
making the lower end of ‘the field circu- 
lar as well as the upper. In that way 
the ball might roll down to the lower 
end and be thrown back to the upper 
end of the field again. The Marble 
Prince, introduced earlier in the year by 
Lundick Manufacturing Company, pre- 
sented a standard pin game with a 
unique arrangement of aluminum tracks 
on the upper half of the board. The 
aluminum tracks offered an extra thrill 
to the player. in addition to the pin 
game. Amusement Corporation’s Skidoo 
is a more recent introduction which of- 
fered a playing board with two sections 
of different layout. The upper section 
has a maze of circular tands and the 
lower half is a pin game arrangement— 
a novel move to double up on playing 
interest. The new Prosperity offers a 
sort of “bump” down near the lower end 
of the board which may throw the ball 
back toward the upper half of the board 
again. The Gottlieb Five Star Final also 
offers a playing board in two sections, 
which aims to double up the playing in- 
terest. The “square-circle” games all 
claim to give that something extra by 
making the ball or marble travel around 
the outer rim of the circle for 
one or more times before dropping down 
toward the scoring pockets. P 
So there is a very definite trend at 
present in game design to double up on 
the playing interest provided by the 
standard field. It is an effort to give 
the player more for his money, and the 
next. few months will no doubt bring to 
light many novel contrivances fitted on- 
to pin game boards for giving that extra 
thrill. The Success Games Company has 
already announced See-Saw, a game 
which provides player-controlled action. 
After the ball is shot, the player can 
control it with a lever in front. There 
have been a number of inventive’ at- 
tempts in the past several months to 
put a new element of skill into pin 
games and other devices by making it 
possible for the player to have some con- 
trol over the ball after it is first put into 
play. Here will be another big new field 
for development as soon as the idea once 
is successfully introduced. Certainly, all 
the ideas for pin games have not been 
exhausted and apparently the trade is 
just now gathering momentum to start 
the big autumn drive early in August.

While jobbers 
have been asking the manufacturers for 
exclusive territory on their machines, 
there will probably be a turn toward 
asking jobbers to handle one particular 
manufacturer’s line exclusively. The 
established distributors that have done 
£0 much in the expansion of the coin- 
machine industry have their clientele 
already built up and will continue to be 
a big factor in trade history. Manufac- 
turers anxious to expand against com- 
petition will seek faster distribution by 
establishing direct factory branches in 
central locations.

Many of the most enterprising dis- 
tributors are in position to offer facil- 
ities for mational distribution to a 
manufacturer, and at least two of the 
nationally known distributors are now 
entering that field of pushing the 
product of a manufacturer exclusively 
the cauntry over.

Talks with many operators and sales- 
men indicate that the attractive circu- 
lars and broadsides so much in vogue 
in announcing games are losing their 
influence out in the field. Locations 
are beginning to insist on seeing a real 
machine rather than an illustration of 
the game or literature describing it. 
Operators are indicating a tendency to 
prefer seeing a sample game on the

G. R. Willis & Company, in New York 
State, have recently announced to manu- 
facturers their new and enlarged show- 
room for amusement machines. Their 
18 years’ experience in operating, selling 
and manufacturing high-class games is 
thus made available to manufacturers 
for that particular section. These dis- 
play rooms are another distinct trend in 
selling methods at the present time. 
Within the last 30 days announcements 
have been made by some very strong 
organizations of the opening of modern 
display rooms, made available to manu- 
facturers upon various terms. There is 
evidently a move to make these display 
rooms attractive and complete in every 
detail and in keeping with modern 
merchandising ideas. Jobbers and dis- 
tributors have always had display rooms, 
but there is in evidence now a move to 
make a display room mean something 
by putting it on a par with the thoroly 
modern display rooms seen in the radio, 
refrigerator and other trades. At present 
there are no standard terms for getting 
machines for display, but as the move 
spreads some common ground will be 
reached whereby the manufacturer and 
the distributor offering the display serv- 
ice can get together. 


M. T. Daniels, well-known Kansas job- 
ber and writer on vending-machine 
topics, warns operators that they should 
not become so absorbed in amusement 
machines that they forget the vending 
machine. The penny-merchandising ma- 
chines have apparently gone ahead with 
normal progress during the pin-game 
era. They have not made much noise, 
but that branch of the coin-machine 
business became a settled field some 
time ago and will be recognized as 
standard as long as coin-operated ma- 
chines are used. It was the big, high- 
class vending machines that were going 
to revolutionize modern merchandising

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Slot Machines Legal in Canada; 


Vancouver Ordinance Repealed 


VANCOUVER, B. C., June 11.—Follow- 
ing the May decision of the Supreme 
Court of Canada that slot machines are 
legal, the Vancouver City Council decided 
Thursday to repeal the by-law prohibit- 
ing the operation of such devices. It is 
Council’s intention, however, to apply to 
the Legislative Assembly of British Colum. 
bia for power to amend the city charter 
to enable it to regulate and discriminate 
between the various coin and slot-ma- 
chine devices. 


City Solicitor J. B. Williams stated that 
the city’s action at the moment was ultra 
vires—that it could take no action until 
it has secured power from the legislature. 

The Dominion Specialty Company of 
Vancouver, which operates for the most 
part the slot-machine business in this 
city and the lower mainland, has been re. 
sponsible for carrying to a test litigation 
to the Supreme Court of Canada to ob- 
tain this decision, thus clearing the air 
for the coin-machine business thruout 
the Dominion.

first move in this direction was to pro- 
vide seven balls for one cent instead of 
five balls. Some manufacturers stood 
out against this step because, they ar- 
gued, increasing the number of balls 
increases the length of time required to 
complete a game and hence lessens the 
number of coins taken in. Whatever be 
the logic of this argument, operators in 
many sections now are asking for games 
that offer 10 balls for a penny. It goes 
without saying that the point of compe- 
tition now is to give the player most for 
his money, and new machines will indi- 
cate that effort. 

The game OK, made by Genco, Inc., 
is one of the newest machines to 
vide a doubling up of playing interest on 
the game field. It has a regular pin 
game board, and then to put added inter- 
est into the game a tubular speedway in 
the form of a circle is attached at the 
upper half of the playing board. The ball 
when put into play makes from one to 
three loop-the-loops around this circular 
path, according to the force applied by 
the player, and then drops onto the 
board to roll down among the pins and 
finally score. The idea is to provide a 
regular pin game and at the same time

OK also keeps the balls 
on top of the board and never lets them 
“= thru underneath. 

eburg’s Gold Coast was an earlier 
move to double the playing interest by 
making the lower end ofthe field circu- 
lar as well as the upper. In that way 
the ball might roll down to the lower 
end and be thrown back to the upper 
end of the field again. The Marble 
Prince, introduced earlier in the year by 
Lundick Manufacturing Company, pre- 
sented a standard pin game with a 
unique arrangement of aluminum tracks 
on the upper half of the board. The 
aluminum tracks offered an extra thrill 
to the player. in addition to the pin 
game. Amusement Corporation's Skidoo 
is a more recent introduction which of- 
fered a playing board with two sections 
of different layout. The upper section 
has a maze of circular bands and the 
lower half is a pin game arrangement— 
a novel move to double up on playing 
interest. The new Prosperity offers a 
sort of “bump” down near the lower end 
of the board which may throw the ball 
back toward the upper half of the board 
again. The Gottlieb Five Star Final also 
offers a playing board in two sections, 
which aims to double up the playing in- 
terest. The “square-circle” games all 
claim to give that something extra by 
making the ball or marble travel around 
the outer rim of the circle for 
one or more times before dropping down 
toward the scoring pockets, 

So there is a very definite ‘trend at 
present in game design to double up on 
the playing interest provided by the 
standard field. It is an effort to give 
the player more for his money, and the 
next. few months will no doubt bring to 
light many novel contrivances fitted on- 
to pin game boards for giving that extra 
thrill. The Success Games Company has 
already announced See-Saw, a game 
which provides player-controlled action. 
After the ball is shot, the player can 
control it with a lever in front. There 
have been a number of inventive’ at- 
tempts in the past several months to 
put a new element of skill into pin 
games and other devices by making it 
possible for the player to have some con- 
trol over the ball after it is first put into 
play. Here will be another big new field 
for develc pment as soon as the idea once 
is successfully introduced. Certainly, all 
the ideas for pin games have not been 
exhausted and apparently the trade is 
just now gathering momentum to start 
the big autumn drive early in August.

If a new manufacturer wanted his game 
pushed against a competitor, many of 
the established jobbers could not promiss 
this special service because they were 
carrying too many lines. While jobbers 
have been asking the manufacturers for 
exclusive territory on their machines, 
there will probably be a turn toward 
asking jobbers to handle one particular 
manufacturer’s line exclusively. The 
established distributors that have done 
£0 much in the expansion of the coin- 
machine industry have their clientele 
already built up and will continue to be 
a big factor in trade history. Manufac- 
turers anxious to expand against com- 
petition will seek faster distribution by 
establishing direct factory branches in 
central locations.

Many of the most enterprising dis- 
tributors are in position to offer facil- 
ities for national distribution to a4 
manufacturer, and at least two of the 
nationally known distributors are now 
entering that field of pushing the 
product of a manufacturer exclusively 
the cauntry over.

Talks with many operators and sales- 
men indicate that the attractive circu- 
lars and broadsides so much in vogue 
in announcing games are losing their 
influence out in the field.

Both Turnbull and Fansher testified 
for the defendants.

anticipated entrance of a “dark-horse” 
candidate for president, sponsored by the 
St. Louis delegation, failed to materialize. 
Perhaps the most important piece of 
legislation to come out of the convention 
was the abolishment of the “permit” 
system, which allows the different locals, 
for a monetary consideration, to allow 
“permit” men and non-card men to have 
preference over bona fide union members. 
Four resolutions, aimed especially at the 
“permit” activities of locals in New York, 
Chicago and St. Louis, claimed that such 
practices were keeping the paid-up mem- 
ber from work, and several attached se- 
vere penalties for permitting such ac- 

tions. 

The resolution adopted in regard to 
the system follows: ‘Whereas: The per- 
mit system as practiced by numerous 
locals of the International Alliance is in 
direct violation of Article 2, Section 19, 
page 44, of the International Alliance 
Laws. 

Therefore be it resolved: That the per- 
mit system be abolished, and 

Be it further resolved: That all work 
coming under tke jurisdiction of the 
IATSE&MPMO of the United States 
and Canada be done by men and women 
who are registered in the internaticnal 
office as per capita tax-paying members. 

Warning against the racketeering ele- 
ment, which is threatening the control of 
certain units, was contained in the report 
of President Elliott as read before the 
convention by Fred J. Dempsey, secre- 
tary-treasurer. In part it read: 

“Our greatest adversary for the next 
two years will be dual bodies. Make no 
mistake, the future of the Alliance de- 
pends on how the members handle these 
dual organizations. Theater managers, 
doubtless, might make these organiza- 
tions a great enemy against us. 

“The surprising thing is that we have 
not realized what may happen should one 
of these racketeering organizations ever 
achieve 100 per cent organization in any 
one locality. It should be instantly ap- 
parent that the main purpose of these 
organizations is to build up until they 
place the employer where he will accede 
to any demand—‘or else.’ 

“We in the general office are fully 
familiar with the spread and threat of 
these organizations and are simply striv. 
tng to bring home to our members the 
danger.” 

“Work at any price—but work” seemed 
to be the keynote of the convention, 
when officials repeatedly reminded that 
cenditions during the present time were 
somewhat different than ever before since 
the founding of the organization. 

Unemployment conditions, wage scales 
and internal disputes among local unions 
were chief items of interest to come up 
before the convention. 

“Co-operation” was the warning 
sounded by Secretary Dempsey in his 
opening talk to the assembly. 

“It is a matter of great importance,” 
Dempsey said, “that local unions settle 
their own controversies without wasting 
time of the international officers. The- 


atrical and stage employees are faced to. 
day with critical conditions which call 
for and demand harmonious and co- 
operative action. We must not threaten 
the existence of our organization with 
petty bickering and wrangling.” 

Members were advised to adjust their 
wages and hours to the local conditions 
and assist the operator or manager in 
crder to keep his position alive. 

Status of Sam Kaplan, president of 
Locai 366, remained the same as the con. 
vention closed, altho attacks were re- 
peatedly made by foes, who claimed he 
operated a non-union machine shop in 
Brooklyn. . 

Trucks were placed on the streets of 
Columbus during the early part of the 
week, calling attention to Kaplan’s al- 
leged inconsistency, and anti-Kaplan 
pamphlets were distributed to most every 
meeting of the convention. He refused 
to talk on any subject concerning the 
fight when approached by The Billboard 
correspondent. 

One of the first things the union did 
was to reinstate Charles C. Shay to mem. 
bership in New York Local No. 1. Shay 
was expelled during the Cincinnati con- 
vention in 1924. 

Floyd Gibbons was sent a wire of ap- 
preciation for refusing to appear in a 
non-union theater in Portland, Ore. 

Other legislation before the convention 
is listed briefly below: 

Resolution, that each district elect its 
own vice-president to serve as national 
officers, taking away the present system 
of electing seven vice-presidents, failed 
in committee. 

Another, to work thru local legislative 
bodies to insist upon hiring one man in 
each theater to each sound operator 
hired, passed. 

A resolution aimed at healing diffi- 
culties between members of the Alliance 
and structural, with reference to the in- 
stallation of steel rigging, cables and 
asbestos curtains, was referred to the 
incoming executive committee. 

Resolution was passed that local unions 
contemplating a reduction in manpower 
shall first notify the president of the 
Alliance. 

Resolution to aid unemployment 
among the craftsmen seeking a five-day 
working week was tabled without action. 

IATSE to lend moral and financial sup- 
port to the construction of the building 
and installation of a new up-to-date 
super-power transmitter which will make 
“The Voice of Labor” (Chicago Station 
WCFL) the key station to furnish pro- 
grams to a chain of labor stations in the 
United States. 

Officers and delegates went on record 
as favoring the repeal of the 18th Amend- 
ment. 

Two members are to be named as of- 
ficial delegates to the Chicago 1933 
World’s Fair opening ceremonies. 

General executive board instructed to 
remedy conditions between the union and 
musicians in the Clarksburg (W. Va.) 
theaters. 

The convention was, officially opened 
by Larry Buck, president of Local No. 12, 
Columbus, who introduced Dale Stump, 
past president of the Ohio Federation of 
Labor, and George M. Trautman, of the 
Columbus Chamber of Commerce. 

Other speakers were Governor George 
White; Thomas M. Donnelly, secretary of 
the Ohio Federation of Labor; Charles 
Case, of the Ohio Building Trades 
Council, and Rabbi Jacob Tarshish. 

Members of the eighth district of the 
union, comprising Ohio, Indiana and 
Kentucky, voted to hold their annual 
convention in Cleveland on the first 
Sunday and Monday in June, 1934. 

COLUMBUS, O., June 13.—Union the- 
atrical stage employees and moving pic- 
ture machine operators in the State of 
Ohio were banded together in a State 
organization, which was formed during 
the international convention held here 
last week. 

Purpose of the organization is intended 
to promote the “welfare of the local 
unions and members in the State in all 
matters which particularly concern mem- 
bership thruout the area, and especially 
in the matter of law and legislation.” 

Meetings are scheduled for once a year 
on the Sunday preceding the opening of 
the annual meeting of the Ohio State 
Federation of Labor, the exact time and 
place to be decided by the executive com- 
mittee of the organization. 

A charter was secured from the Secre- 
tary of State for the new organization. 

Officers elected were: Harry E. Coleman, 
Columbus, executive secretary; Larry 
Buck, Columbus, chairman of the execu- 
tive board, consisting of the following: 
W. W. Hoffenbert, Dayton; Russell Sheats, 
Toledo; Joseph Stedman, Youngstown;

that suddenly slumped after the balmy 
days of 1929 when promotion funds be- 
came less plentiful. My prediction is 
that the real merchandising machines 
will find their big opportunity when 
they begin to be used by manufacturers 
who wish to gain favorable counter dis- 
play or wall space in stores. Vending 
machines may become an established 
method of advertising and of controlled 
introduction of new products to the pub- 
lic. Manufacturers who wish to intro- 
duce a new product will loan or lease 
merchandising machines to merchants, 
assured in that way that the machine 
will be given favorable counter or wall 
display space. The great competition 
Now in selling goods in stores is to get 
favorable display space, and vending 


machines may be a new method of 
getting display space. 
* o . 


Last week this column broadcast the 
news of the moving of the Silent Sales 
Company, of Minneapolis, into its new 
building. William Cohen, of this firm, 
has written us at length about the need 
for a better stabilization of price on 
single-machine sales. His letter would 
make a very interesting article, but lack 
of space does not permit publishing it. 
He strongly urges that if manufacturers 
would publish only the flat retail price 
in their general advertisements and cir- 
culars operators would have much bet- 
ter protection in the field. The operator 
could then sell single games tothe loca- 


tion at a reasonable profit, which is 
legitimate business in any trade. 

Mr. Cohen says, in part: “We believe 
that if you are sincere in your state- 
ments, such as you have written regard- 
ing the evil of single-lot price being 
broadcast at a dollar or two over the 
operator’s price, it can be easily remedied. 
The manufacturers now pretty well know 
who the jobbers are, and the operators 
also know that it is usually much more 
convenient to deal with their jobber.” 

. ° . 


It should be noted by the trade in 
general that steps to stabilize the price 
on single-lot machines and to arrive at 
some standard of sales are being taken 
in many quarters. A number of manu- 
facturers are already omitting wholesale 
prices from their circulars and advertis- 
ing altogether. It should be remembered 
that the pin-game era dawned rather 
quickly, and people only learn by experi- 
ence. Those who watch the trade as I 
do can see important changes that affect 
the whole trade take place in as little 
time as 30 days, and that is moving 
rather fast. Right now there is a 
definite trend in the trade to establish 
direct factory representatives and exclu- 
sive distributors. In another 30 or 60 
days some new marketing trend may be 
quite noticeable. When other industries 
have felt so seriously the general de- 
pression coin-machine people should not 
be so seriously disturbed about troubles 
which have a tendency to be righted as 
fast as opinion can be created. 

. . .

Company. This firm is one of the oldest 
pioneers in the general amusement busi- 
ness and has developed an automatic 
game to complete its general line of 
devices. When first introduced its game 
was called Roll-Itt, but this name was 
too similar to the product of another 
manufacturer. so the name has been 
changed to Roll-Mee. This game has a 
circular playing field, belongs in the 
upper-price group and is a quality ma- 
chine. The home office is in Newark and 
factory branches are maintained at 
Detroit, Kansas City, New York, Chicago 
and San _ Francisco Manufacturing 
plants are maintained in Newark and 
Chicago. The Chicago plant is now be-

ing enlarged and improved to increase 
the production of Roll-Mee. A new as- 
sembling section, additions to the 
machine shop and the very latest type 
of finishing equipment have been in- 
stalled. It is the policy of the firm to 
maintain ample showroom space in all 
its branches, and from its long expert- 
ence in the amusement business it is 
able to give operators a broader view- 
point of the amusement field. The 
firm’s salesmen are busy in the resort 
sections of the Northern States this 
summer. Mr. Flinn says that they have 
Noticed quite a demand for Roll-Mee 
from parks, and that hotels are on the 
increase among their customers. 


The national convention of Building 
Owners and Managers convened in Chi- 
cago June 6-10. By the time another 
convention of this association is due 
some organized effort should be made 
to get the advantages of automatic 
games before this group. Office, apart- 
ment and hotel buildings are gradually 
becoming one of the big fields for the 
placing of amusement machines. But 
there are certain codes and regulations 
in the management of buildings which 
stand in the way of any rapid expansion 
in this field unless the two trades can 
arrive at a better understanding of each 
other. Hotels have the freest course to 
accept automatic games as a means of 
diversion for their guests, and the hotel 
field is rapidly being utilized. This 
column will try to offer some further 
suggestions about the building field in 
next week's issue.

Robbins were operating peanut-machine 
routes in New York City. At that time 
Dave Robbins was using a horse and 
buggy to service his route and hired the 
buggy by the week, but Lew for some 
reason hired his by the day. Both of 
them often met at the same locations 
and thus became well acquainted. They 
had a working agreement not to offer 
the merchants more than 25 per cent 
commission and both of them made big 
money with their machines, big money 
for those days. Today Dave Robbins is 
proprietor of the large jobbing and 
manufacturing enterprise in Brooklyn 
that bears his name. Lew Walcher 
eventually worked his way to the Pacific 
Coast, all the while selling routes of 
vending machines to operators. He has 
lately made his home in San Francisco 
and is conducting a jobbing business in 
that city under the name of Advance 
Automatic Sales Company. These men 
have remained friends thru all these 
years and once more they come together 
in close business relations, as the Ad- 
vance Automatic Sales Company is 
carrying a large stock of the Empire 
Vender and the game Skill Shot, both 
made by the firm of D. Robbins & Com- 
pany. The Western firm will give fac- 
tory service and prices to operators in 
California, Oregon, Washington and 
Nevada. Lew Walcher knows all the dif- 
ferent angles of profitable operating and 
can give very practical advice to opera- 
tors who wish to consult him. It will 
be a real service station for operators on 
the West Coast. 


The Indoor Games Company of Amer- 
ica, Cincinnati, has sent out circular 
announcement that it is moving its 
factory and business to Chicago and will 
devote its entire time to making auto- 
matic games exclusively. The present 
stock has been turned over to the well- 
known Cincinnati firm, Sicking Manu- 
facturing Company. 


Irving Harris, of Tennessee, writes for 
information which is commonly asked 
for now that popular interest in auto- 
matic games is so widespread: “Will you 
please advise me as to the proper steps 
one should take in protecting a design 
on a new coin amusement game? I 
have a new game and have tried out four 
of them on location. The trial shows 
excellent results. Should I copyright 
the name or try to patent the design? 
Will you advise me as to whether the 
large manufacturers are interested in 
buying well-designed machines?” 

A few automatic games have registered 
trade-marked names, but the general im- 
pression and practice seems to be that 
the popularity of a game is so short that 
there is not much need to worry about 
protecting the name of the game. A 
few original ideas have been protected 
by registering the title, and for manu- 
facturers and inventors who wish to take 
the time to do it the protection is worth 
while. Patent and copyright protection, 
of course, are legal questions and in- 
ventors should endeavor first of all to 
get the advice of a competent patent 
lawyer. There are no doubt a number 
of independent inventors who are work- 
ing on new ideas for amusement games. 
Most of these fellows have limited 
means and especially have little left 
after spending money on development of 
the idea. The U. S. Patent Office, Wash- 
ington, has a bulletin of information for 
inventors and would-be inventors as to 
the course to pursue in obtaining patent 
protection. 

Design patents are the most common 
form of protection sought in the coin- 
machine business. This does not cover 
the mechanism of the machine, of course, 
but simply relates to the design of the 
playing board or gaming principle. An- 
other firm can always copy the idea in 
general by changing the design some- 
what and thus avoid infringement. 

The established manufacturers are 
always interested in new ideas, and per- 
haps never more than right now, as they 
wish to have new games’ in readiness 
for the fall pickup in business. Prac- 
tically all of them have their own experi- 
mental staffs and departments, and 
usually they find it possible to greatly 
improve the ideas of the independent 
experimenter. Some reputable manufac- 
turing concerns from other trades have 
lately entered the coin-machine field 
and they also are interested in new 
ideas. 

There is always an element of risk in 
submitting ideas to strangers, and I 
always suggest to persons with new ideas

is good, the decline being much smaller 
than in other lines. 

Proceeding upon the theory that such 
straws show which way the wind blows, 
attention is called to notable efforts be- 
ing made to keep up the volume of busi- 
ness in the recreation field. The New 
England Council, for example, proceed- 
ing with the specific indorsement of the 
governors of six New England States, is 
conducting an advertising campaign for 
the exploiting of recreational possibilities 
in those States. The Colorado Associa- 
tion is making intensive efforts to bring 
to the attention of the nation the al- 
lurements of that State, with the objec- 
tive of fetching tourists. New England is 
advising the world that the total eclipse 
of the sun, expected to occur next Au- 
gust 31, may be seen only from that sec- 
tion. Colorado has made checks show- 
ing that expenditures by tourists in that 
State alone last year were around $100,- 
006,000, with 1,200,000 visitors from out- 
side the State. These tourists, it is 
stated, spent %2,248,000 on oil and gaso- 
line, including the gasoline tax. 

California is preparing to grant visit- 
ing motorists exemption for one year 
from license taxes on pleasure cars. The 
estimated investment in New England 
alone in recreational facilities, Depart- 
ment of Commerce officers say, is around 
#500,000,000, with the annual expendi- 
tures in recreational activities estimated 
at the same amount. These are merely 
drops in the,bucket, and yet some people 
are talking about the United States be- 
ing washed out, financially Other esti- 
mates reported include total expendi- 
tures by vacation tourists of $3,200,000,- 
000 for 1930, and $2,750,000,000 for 1931. 

Touring means spending money, if it 
means anything. Where such tremen- 
dous sums are involved in connection 
with so-called nonessential spending, it’s 
a safe bet that a lot of the money goes 
for amusement. A much smaller reduc- 
tion, proportionately, of the amount 
spent for like purposes is expected this 
year, as compared with 1931, than as be- 
tween 1931 and 1930. The decline in 
the cost of commodities is expected also 
to serve as an incentive to wider recre- 
ational travel than in more recent years. 
The Department of Commerce says: 


“Intensive and organized advertising 
SS e of the recreational advantages of various 


regions and an apparent unwillingness 
of the American people to forego their 
automobile trips are responsible in pars 
for the comparative stability of the 
recreation business.” 

With recreation not only approved of 
but specifically’ urged by such as Presi- 
dent Hoover, former President Coolidge 
and others whose words carry weight, 
now taking on the character of big busi® 
ness, it ‘s not surprising that the Federal 
and State governments should spend 
time and money in promoting the same. 
The U. S. Department of Interior, thru 
the Bureau of Education, has issued a 
comprehensive booklet of 100 pages, ex- 
tensively illustrated, entitled Playgrounds 
of the Nation. The United States Cham. 
ber of Commerce, devoted to business 
ex¢lusively, has issued A Playground 
Handbook for Chamber of Commerce 
Erecutives. The U. S. National Parks 
Bureau and the U. S. Forestry Bureau 
likewise issue booklets, along with other 
printed and illustrated matter, tending 
to encourage recreational activities. 

Still another factor of interest to 
amusement purveyors is that which tells 
of the tendency of the United States to 
go it more alone as regards recreation, 
and not depend, so far as manufacturers 
of equipment are concerned, too much, 
as in the past, upon sales of equipment 
to foreign countries. Sales of this char- 
acter abroad still are going pretty strong, 
but showing a letup as compared with 
other years. There is a movement on 
foot as to business of all kinds to em- 
phasize the self-sufficiency of the United 
States, economically. “Keep the money 
at home and spend at home” promises 
to be a popular slogan. One thing that 
has caused many in this country to open 
their eyes to the potentialities of the 
amusement industry, coupled with recre- 
ation in the large, is found in figures 
showing the great sums which Americans 
have spent in Canada in recent years, as 
well as in the countries to the south 
of this nation, and not taking into con- 
sideration Europe and other far-away 
sections of the world. 

Taking the outlook as to recreational 
opportunities, therefore, in the large 
there would seem to be reason to believe 
that with a possible upturn in general 
husiness and the traditional inclination 
of the average American to go some- 
where, as pointed out by the Department 
of Commerce, the amusement industry 
should get its full share in 1932.

interest some person or firm locally in 
the idea. If the project can be financed 
and developed locally it is generally bet- 
ter for the originator of the _ idea. 
Printer’s Ink, a weekly, has collected con- 
siderable information about the general 
subject of protecting ideas and I think 
it is furnished as a free service to in- 
quirers. I have been instrumental per- 
sonally in bringing a number of in- 
ventors and manufacturers together, and 
whatever can be done in this respect is 
a part of the service of this magazine. 
This information came to me recently 
from a prominent advertising firm: 
That the stranger who wishes to submit 
an idea or sketch by mail to some party 
or firm may protect his idea to a large 
extent by having the letter and copy 
notarized before sending it. This would 
make the copy of the letter or other 
papers legal evidence in case of necessity. 

It should be recognized by all would- 
be inventors that in many cases ideas 
which seem to the originator to be sim- 
ply wonderful have many defects or may 
not be usable at all when coldly ex- 
amined by experienced engineers. Then 
sometimes the best engineers turn down 
good ideas.
